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THE CORRUPT DETECIIVES OF THE 
NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
fXTRAORBINARY STATE OF AFFAIRS DIS- 
CLOSED BY .A CITIZENS’ INQUIRY—THE 
MYSTERIOUS CHRISTIANCY ROBBERY. 

Wasaineton, March 18.—Some time ago 
_@ committee of prominent citizens undertook 
to break up the formidable combination of 
thieves and detectives who had for years been 
robbing residents of the capital. From time 
to time the results of this committee's 
work have become known. The detectives 
have been dismissed and indicted, and the 
combination seems to have been de- 
stroyed. This has been a great work. 
The committee held a meeting to-day, and 
the Chairman presented a very interesting re- 
port. When the work was begun burglary, 
robbery, grand larceny, and other, kindred 
crimes had become so frequent as to elicit n> 
surprise, while the arrest and trial of the of- 
fender, especially when the amount of property 
stolen was large, or even censiderable, was so 
rare an occurrence as not only to attract pub- 
lic attention, but was commonly published as 


an evidence of the extraordinary skill and 
vigilance of the detective force. The Chair- 
man says: 

“ While the criminals generally escaped, it was not 
by any means uncommon for the citizens whe had 
been plundered of their effects te recover the same 
by buying them back, a method not unlike the old 
and barbarous practice of paying ransom. whieh 
grew and strengthened until it me insufferable. 
We had sworn officers, who were paid to protect 
the citizen by detecting crime and arresting crimi- 
nals, but the fact became daily more and more ap- 

mt that we held our wearing apparel, our 
ousehold effects, our bonds, money, jewels, and 
ornaments subject to the will of thieves and bure- 
lars, with only the privelege of buying them back 
as often as stolen, at a reasonably moderate price." 

It soon became plain that crime had become 
an organized institution, embracing the thief, 
the middleman, (to whom he could instantly 
deliver his plunder,) and private and public de- 
tectives, upon whom the first named classes 
could confidently rely. The Chairman de- 
ascribes the progress made by the committee, 
and speaks of the threats and assaults and 
espionage to which the members were subject- 
ed. -They secured their first information from 
the thieves, in and out of prison, and the mass 
of evidence grew until it was incontrovertible. 
As they proceeded they were continually sur- 
prised by new information which thev had 
not expected to discover. For example, by 
accident thev learned the name of the person 
who had stolen the Christiancy jewels, 
and the Chairman speaks of the mapner 
in which he learned. long afterward, of 
the complicity of the detective in another 
case, and ef the detective’s punishment ef a 
thief who had shown an inclination to betray 
the secrets of the organization. The tnief was 

convicted upon the evidence of a receiver of 
stolen goods. Describing the progress of the 
investigation in this direction, the Chairman 
makes the following statement about the 
Christiancy robbery. 

“The witness just mentioned, who was the re- 
ceiver of the stolen goods, was prom) tly indicted 
therefor at our suggestion. and on his arrest was 
bailed by another of the detectives, who, so far as 
we then knew, had no knowledge of the last men- 
tioned crime. The receiver, however, very shortly 
made this all plain by furnishing his sworn 
statement and giving his testimony before the 
Grand Jury. from which it appeared that both of 
the detectives just referred to were not only ac- 
guainted and connectea with the Christiancy rob- 
bery, but one of them planned the crime, sent for 
an expert thief to execute it, received the stolen 
jewels into his own hands, sent to New-York 
tor a go-between to buy them, haggled about 
the price to be paid therefor, sold them 
for 000, receiving four five-hundred-dollar 
bills in payment, twv of which biils he exchanged 
for smaller money, and divided xs follows: $200 
te the witness who furnishes the statement; $200 
to his fellow-detective; $800 to the man who stole 
the property, and kept $800 for his own 
share of the plunder: and finally went to 
the station and finding that the way 
wes clear, his fellow-detective actually carried the 
jewels to the station, where he delivered them in 
due form and with a!l preper ceremony to the go- 
between, who was then in the car and waiting 
for them. Such occurrences as tbe fore- 
going would be incredibie were they not 
established by most abundant evidence, 
which the committee gathered and furnished 
the Grand Jury. The instances mentioned are 
enough, although we have in our possession, proof 
more or less complete of probably 100 similer 
transactions, involving ordinarily a much smaller 
gmount of property than the Christiancy robbery, 
but some involving even larger amounts, and in 
one case the loss amounted to nearly $30,000, and the 
property was recovered at a cost of more than $5,000. 

For three months the committee has been at 
work, but the work is not done, although 34 
indictments have been found, most of them 
against detectives employed by the Govern- 
ment as members of the Police force. The 
Chairman speaks of one thief who committed 
more than 30 burglaries and robberies in 
two years, and escaped prosecution and 
punishment because of his_ relations 
with the detectives, who shared the 
proceeds of the crimes. The receiver, who 
acted as a go-between, had a place of business 
within a stone’s throw of Pennsylvania-ave- 
nue, and in it the detectives could be found 
almost every day and night. Having received 
the goods the thief was paid, and then the de- 
tectives negotiated with plundered citizens for 
the return of the goods for a sum of money, 
which they divided with the receiver. If there 
was any danger that a thief would be identi- 
fied, the detectives gave word to the receiver, 
and the thief was sent out of town for a time. 
The whole business of investigating such crimes 
was in the hands of the six official detectives, 
and for this reason they controlled the entire 
Police force in matters of this kind, 
and were able to protect both the 
thieves and the receiver. The Chairman said 
that the committee discovered the existence of 
the combination, discovered the fact that the 
thief bere has relied upon the receivers to dis- 
pose of bis plunder, and upon the detectives 
and other policemen to protect him, 

and discovered the names of the re- 
ceivers and dishonest detectives. The com- 
wittee also induced Congress to abolish 

the detective force and procured 34 indict- 

ments. The committee secured and published 
such complete information in relation to the 
‘work of criminals that, in the Chairman’s 

opinion, *‘ if these investigations are uot con- 
tinued and these combinations broken up the 
Police officers, whose sworn duty it is to see 
that the laws are faithfully executed and the 
guilty punished, will be justly chargeable for 
what the citizens may hereafter suffer frem 
triminal depredations.” The Chairman ac- 
knowledges the powerful assistance of Attor- 
ney-General Brewster and his subordinate 
officer, Brewster Cameron. 

This contest against the thieves and detec- 
tives has been of peculiar importance, because 
the combination against which war has been 
waged has been of service to more prominent 
crimivals than those who have robbed 
titizens’ houses. Its existence has im- 
peded the administration of justice in 
she courts of Washington and its in- 
fluence has been exerted around the Court- 
house. The contest has directed the attention 
of other cities to the practices of their detec- 
jives, and in this way has done some good out- 
fide of this District. Is remains to be seen 
whether the officers of the law will carry on 
the work thus begun here by citizens. 
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THE STAR ROUTE DOCUMENTS. 

Wasuineton, March 13.—For several 
days the counsel for the defense im the star 
route trial have been introducing a mass of 
papers relating to the routes mentioned in the 
indictment. In the course of business during 
a contract term of four years a great many 
papers accumulate in the dopartment relating 


to each route. Many of these are formal re- 
orts required at stated periods, The counsel 
or the Government used the papers which 
in their jndgment bore directly upon the case, 
and among these were many of the pe- 
titions and recommendations which served 
as a basis for Brady’s orders. Counsel for the 
defend nts undertook to introduce all or near- 
ly all of the rema‘ning papers, upon the ground 
that they served to show that the action taken 
»y the de artment was honest. The result 
was that on Kriday last so many papers were 
mtroduced that the record forthe day filled a 
volume of more than 325 printed pages. It 
was said to-day, however, that the papers had 
deen exhausted, ana this evening it was re- 
ported that the defense might place Ge. 
Brady upon the stand to-morrow. This mat- 
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ter would be determined by a conference of 
counsel to be held to-night. One of the per- 
sons formerly employed by ex-Senator Dor- 
sey as book-keeper has been in Europe, but it 
is said that he will return to this country to 
testify for the defendants.

THE NEW PENSION LAW. 
REGULATIONS FOR CARRYING IT INTO EFFECT 
IMMEDIATELY. 

WasHIneton, March 13.—The Commis- 
sioner of Pensions has prepared regulations and 
instructions for the purpose of carrying into 
effect the new Pension law, described in THE 
Times this mornizg, and they have been ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Interior. 
These regulations are of peculiar interest to 
those affected by the act, and they deserve the 
widest publication. They are as follows: 

“The following regulations are prescribed for 
the purpose of carrying into effeot, as speedily as 
pases, 0 provisions of the act of Congress, ap- 
proved March 3, 1883, increasing to $30 per morth 
the pensions of those who have lost a leg at or 
above the knee, or an arm at or above the elbow. 
and of those who have been so disabled as to be in- 
capacitated for performing any manual labor. but 
not so much so as to require regular personal aid and 
attendance, whe are now receiving a pension at 
the rate of $24 per month, and to $24 per month 
the pensions of those who have lost one hand or 
one foot, or been totally or permanently disabled 
in the same, or otherwise so disabled as to 
render their incapacity to perform manual 
laber equivalent to the loss of a hanéc ora foot, 
and now receiving $18 per month. Inasmuch as 
the said act has immediate effect on such admitted 
cases as have been adjudicated at the rates of $24 
and $18 per month, respectively, no fermal appli- 
eation by the beneficiary is necessary to be made 
other than to forward to the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions the pension certificate, accompanied bya 
letter stating, in the handwriting of the pen- 
sioner, his present Post Office address. As 
soon as possible after the receipt of tbe 
pension certificate aforesaid, the Commissioner 
will reissue to him a new certificate for the new 
rate, and will forward the same to the proper 
Pension Agent to inscribe the name ef such pen- 
sioner on the roll at the increased rate, and to 
make to the pensioner the proper payment. In the 
case of amputation, the certificate will bo reissued 
without ary further medical examination. The in- 
tervention of an agent or attorney in such admit- 
ted cases as are affected by this act, being unneces- 
sary, will not be recognized.” 

The last sentence is of special importance to 
the pensioner. Other portions of the regula- 
tions provide that those now on the rolls who 
are entitled to the increase can get it by 
simply forwarding their certificates, ana the 
last sentence provides that in such cases the 
work of an attorney will not be recognized, 
even if the pensioner should be led to employ 
one. The pensioner can vet his additional 
money without any additional expense. 


IMPORTANT OFFICES TO BE FILLED. 

Wasuinoton, March 18.—United States 
Treasurer Gilfillan’s successor has not yet 
been chosen, or if he has been chosen his name 
has not been given to the public. The vacancy 
has been the subject of several consultations 
between the President and Secretary Folger. 


The office is a very important one, and one of 
on responsibility. Its incumbent must give 

nds in $150,000, and his bondsmen must 
qualify in double that amount. The duties re- 
quire a man of sturdy integrity, who wi!! cour- 
ageously stand by his convictions. The his- 
tory of the office shows that sometimes it may 
be necessary for the Treasurer to oppose the 
influence of officers who are his superiors 
inrank. There are indications that the new 
Treasurer will be either Mr. Wyman, now As- 
sistant Treasurer, or Mr. Graves, Superintend- 
ent of the National Bank Redemption Agency. 
It is believed that the Secretary prefers that 
the vacancy shall be filled by promotion, 
and that the appointment will be made in ac- 
cordance with his selection. The office of Su- 

rintendent of the Bureau of Engraving and 

inting, made vacant by the death of Col. 
Irish, will also be filled in a short time, and it 
is believed that it will be filled by promotion, 
and not by the selection of some applicant who 
is not now in Government service.

LARGE SUMS FOR FURNITURE. 
Wasuineton, March 13.—It was said at 
the Treasury Department to-day that the sum 
appropriated by Congress for furniture and 


repairs of furniture in all the public buildings 
under the control of the department, including 
furniture for nine new buildings—$300,000— 
would be inadequate. It was said that $100,000 
ought to be expended in the Philadelphia 
Court-house and Post Office alone. One of 
the nine new buildings mentioned in the ap- 
propriation act is the one at Albany. 


THE GEORGIA REPUBLICANS. 
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ATLANTA, March 13.—In regard to the 
State campaign now progressing in Georgia, 
Col. A. E. Buck, Chairman of the Republican 
State Central Committee, says: ‘‘So far as 
the State Committee is concerned, I have called 
a meeting to be held in Atlanta on Thursday 
next. That meeting will determine what 


policy the party will pursue. 1 have no idea 
what the action of the committee will be. 
There exists a decided difference of opinion as 
to what is best to do. Some Republicans favor 
asquare fight against the Democratic nomi- 
nee for Governor; others appreciate the 
inutility of opposition and favor a policy 
of silence; others still, want to wuit 
and see what kind of aman the Democrats 
will put out before they will determine their 
course.” A prominent Republican said yes- 
terday: ‘‘ We can't tell before the Democratic 
convention meets what kind of a man will be 
nominated. If the choice falls on a reactiona- 
ry man, such as Bacon, we must make a fight 
against him in the face of certain defeat. Ifa 
liberal, progressive man is nominated I am in 
favor of putting out no Republican candidate. 
As arule, the colored leaders desire an elec- 
tion. They want the fun of it, and if the ques- 
tion were left to the colored politicians there 
would be an election for all the officers of the 
State every month.”

A WAR ON SQUATTERS. 
—_——_——__ ——_ 

PITTSBURG, Murch 13.~—in 1869 a party of 
Pittsburgers went to Tenmessee and bought land, 
receiving State patents for 50,000 acres in the north- 
ern part of the State. They paid but 10 cents 
per acre and ‘concluded to let it rest at that until 
time should enhance its value. In the in- 
tervening years squatters have taken privileges 


and a considerable number have possession. The 
matter was placed in the hands of a young lawyer 
of Knoxville, and he kept the taxes paid—5 
a year for 1,000 acres —and performed 
the duties of guardian of the tract. 
He recently sent notice to this city, 

the sale of 1,000 acres through him 
their owner, a Mr. Williams, that 
squatters had refused to recognize 
ownership tothe property other than their own 
and would not move offi or permit the sale, and 
claimed they had been there the 21 years which 
gave them by common law right and title to all 
they had confined. 

It is necessary in order that 
purchasable that they be ejected. For 
this purpose papers are now 0being pre- 
pared by W. Watson, a prominent Pittsburg 
lawyer, and suits of ejectment will soon be 
brought in the United States court at Knoxville 
against these squatters. The tract lies near 
to that owned by the Rugby = colony 
established by Thomas Hughes, and the Cincinnati 
and Southern Railroad passes within a short dis- 
tance. At Rugby there has been erected 
a large blast furnace, and iron and metal 
is being manafactured from ore taken 
from the land adjoining the piece in dispute. The 
coal used is also mined on the same prop- 
erty, and every rule of geology would 
suy the same products can be found on 
the 50,000-acre tract. Vaiuable timber covers a 
large part of it, which is another unit of value 
added tothe property. W. J. Ramsey, a well- 
known railroad man, owns 10000 acres of 
the) block. Mrs. C. U. Carpenter, of Allegheny, 
owns 5,000, and the rest is held by others 
whose names are withheld. A _ railroad was 
surveyed through the property last Sum- 
mer from Wheeling, West Va. to Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn. This line will soon be 
built and is owned by parties in Titusville, Brad- 
ford, Oil City, Meadville, and Franklin, the majori- 
ty of whom are, or were, interested in the Standard 
Oil Company. The legal battle will pe interesting.

THE NIAGARA FALLS PARK 


A BILL TO PRESERVE THE FALLS 
PASSED IN ASSEMBLY. 
MESSRS. BROOKS AND BENEDICT AT 10G- 
GERHEADS—UNCONSTITUTIONAL MEAS- 

URES PASSED BY DEMOCRATS. 

Axpany, March 13.—The Niagara Park 
bill was debated for upward of two heurs in 
the Assembly to-day, and was finally passed 
after a spirited opposition. Farmer Brooks 
spoke at great length in its favor, and was fol- 
lowed by the economical editer of the Ellen- 
ville Press, Mr. Benedict, who, of course, took 
the other side of the question. These two gen- 
tlemen are insanely jealous of one another, 
and criticise each other’s views publicly and 
privately. The precise cause of their antag- 
onism has never been discovered. Both gentie- 
men are capable of talking on any question 
that ever comes up, and for a long time it was 
thought that one suspected the other of ac- 
quiring the more influence over the House in 
debate. To be just toward both it ought to be 
said, however, that neither of them have been 
known to acquire converts to any belief this 
Winter except on the Sprague-Bliss matter. 
On this these two Democrats were united; 
both raised the partisan howl, and their 
associates agreed with them that it was just 
and proper to retain the illegally elected Mr. 


Bliss in his seat. The old feeling of hostility 
between them broke out afresh on this bill. 
Mr. Benedict talked to the rural members upon 
the necessity of economy and the wickedness 
of investing State money in preserving the 
wonderful cataract and its surroundings. 
From some source or another he had gathered 
a mass of marvelous figures that were intended 
te show how the counties of the State must be 
assessed to maintain this State park. 

Ex-Judge Smith, of Herkimer, also poured 
out lamentations, and the climax was reached 
when that old war-horse of Democracy and 

reserver of the public funds wrung his 

ands and bemoaned the fate of a party 
and a State that would sanction such 
a useless expenditure. Messrs. J. W. Brooks, 
Howe, Haggerty, aud Miller, the father of the 
bill, supported the bill as an act of public pol- 
icy. Farmer Brooks again arose, and this 
time knocked the arguments of the Ellenville 
editor’s figures into ‘‘pi.’’ Goat Island, he 
said, instead of costing $700,000, as the gentle- 
man from Ulster (the farmer never employs 
the accepved mode of expression, ‘‘ My friend 
from Ulster,’ when speaking to or about the 
editor) had represented, wou!d only cost about 
$232,000, while the extensive water privi- 
leges which it had been claimed would 
be destroyed would not in the least 
be affected. The untoranate editor also re- 
ceived a friendly mentw.. from Major Hag- 
gerty, who denominated him as a gentleman 
of ‘* go-cart local prejudices, amall ideas, and 
petty economies.” The entire cost of this park, 
its friends claim, ought not to ex *eed a million 
dollars, unless, of course, it gets in‘o the bands 
of Democratic politicians, when tre nature of 
Mr. Benedict’s opposition can be fuliy appre- 
ciated. This bill, however, authorizes no 
greater expenditure than the payment of the 
expenses of a commission of gentlemen to de- 
termine the steps necessary to be taken to 
create the park. Something like $10,000 is 
thus appropriated. The Commissioners are to 
report to some future Legislature. 

An effort was made to induce Mr. John 
Kelly to swing the Tammany members into 
lixe against the pill by Mr. howined Hill, a 
wood-pulp manufacturer of Niagara Falls, 
whose partner was once a member of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee and an ardent sup- 
porter of the Tammany chief and his bolting 
course. It is not believed that Mr. Kelly was 
willing to interfere. Certainly he gave no or- 
ders to that effect, for some of his merry men 
voted for the bill. Others, it is true, absented 
themselves purposely, and this was probably 
due to the influeuce of ‘Old Spin,” who once 
drew down upon his venerable head a great 
deal of criticism from Tammany for having 
beguiled her innocents into voting against 
Speaker Chapin. The result might have been 
very different had Mr. Bliss been ousted from 
the seat which he is not en itled to, As it was, 
the friends of the bill did a great deal of work 
in scour ng the Capitol in search of members 
absent from their seats. The bill passed by a 
vote of 68 to 40. The detailed vote was as fol- 
lows.

The bill of Mr. Burns, fixing the salaries of 
the firemen, engineers, and drivers of the city 
of Brooklyn at $1,000 each “‘ as usnal,’’ so Mr. 
Burns savageiy expressed it, found Mr. Roose- 
velt, of New-York, opposed toit. The bill is 
one of that class which Mayor Low has op- 
posed on the ground of the increased expense 
which it would heap upon that city and the 
injustice it would do old and tried firemen. 
The Mayor was willing to meet its friends 
balf way, but this bill proposed such a radical 
change that he could not indorseit. That por- 
tion of section 18 of Article CXI. of the Con- 
stitution, which expressly stipulates that ‘‘ the 
Legisiature shall not pass a private or local 
bill creating, increasing, or decreasing fees, 
percentage, or ajlowances of public officers 
during the term for which said officers are 
elected or appointed,” has been cited so often 
on the floor of the Assembly this year that it 
is as familiar as the motion to adjourn. Many 
of the New-York and Brooklyn members, 
however, are unable to realize that it is of any 
binding force. Neither Messrs. Roosevelt nor 
Howe, who opposed the bill and again cited 
the constitutional objections, are opposed to 
increasing the salaries of firemen, police- 
men, or other public servants if it can be 
shown that it is mecessary and the 
legislation requisite can be legally accom- 
plished. A prime objection to the object 
sought by the bill is the fact that the salaries 
of raw and inexperienced members of the Fire 
Department are made equal with those of the 
old and experienced members of the force. 
Mr. Hodges, of Brooklyn, teok the ground 
adopted by the two New-York members. A 
similar bil), relating to the New-York firemen 
and policemen, which was passed by the As- 
sembly in the face ef such objections, is now 
slumbering in the Senate, the Democratic 
Senators declining, for the present, at least, 
to allow it to go to the Governor. The Burns 
bill was passed by a vote of 66 yeas to 23 nays, 
Thus do the Democrats pass unconstitutional!

tion on the part of the Jefferson and St 
Lawrence members when it came 
the order of third reading. The Rail 
road Commissioners, to whom the subject 
had been referred, had reported that 
such a reduction was warranted by 
the condition of the company’s affairs. 
The bill was advocated by Mr. Townsend, of 
Utica, and Mr. Benedict, of Ulster. Its lead- 
ing opponent was Mr. Hunt, of Jefferson, who 
quoted the Governor’s veto of the Five Cent 
Fare bill on the point of unconstitutionality, 
and pointed out the inconsistency of the Demo- 
crats in holding that what was unconstitutional 
in one case was not equally unconstitutional in 
the other. He quoted, also, the speeches of 
those two Democrats, in which they had up- 
held the Governor’s veto with the Aeclaration 
that corporate rights should be upheld, other- 
wise the credit of this grand old State would be 
very seriously impaired. This was a thrust 
which none of the Governor's Democratic con- 
verts at all relished. Messrs, Erwin and God- 
ard, of St. Lawrence, and Mr. Thompson, of 
Jefferson, all united in denouncing the injus- 
tice of this proposed piece of legislation. The 
bill was passed by Democratic votes, however, 
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and if it passes the Senate and is signed by the 
Governor the new schedule of fares will go 
into effect on the 1st of July next. 

The bill providing for the payment of awards 
for lands heretofore taken for local improve- 
ments in the city of Brooklyn was read a third 
time and passed without opposition. 

Mr. Benedict introduced a bill fixing grain 
charges at three-quarters of a cent per bushel 
for elevating, one-quarter of a cent a bushel 
for the first five days of storage, and one- 
quarter of a cent a bushel for every 10 days’ 
storage additional. 

The Railroad Commissioners have been me- 
morialized by the milk-dealers doing business 
with the Harlem Railroad to secure a reduc- 
tion in the present rate of 45 cents per can to 
20 cents. The latter claim that the present 
charge is about tive times as great as that for 
the first and higher classes of way freight, fif- 
teen times as high as the average rate for all 
classes, and thirty times the rate for low 
classes of through freight. The petitioners 
claim that the average freight car employed 
in-the transportation of milk earns about $26,- 
000 per annum, and only $700 when employed 
in transporting other freight. 


A REMARKABLE RULING. 
‘THE CAPITOL COMMISSION BILL PASSED IN 
THE SENATE, 

Apany,* March 13.—The Capitol Com- 
mission bill came up the third time for a final 
vote to-day, and gave rise to another long dis- 
cussiou. Mr. F. Lansing’s motion to strike 
out the enacting clause was pending when the 
discussin of the bill was last shut off by ad- 
journment, and the debate was continued on 
this motion to-day. The discussion took a 
very wide range, and was almost entirely po- 
litical. Mr. Lansing, in closing an argument 
on his motion, pointed out what he regarded 
as inexcusable provisions of the bill. In tbe 
first place, the Commissioner to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, at a salary of 
$7,500, was not required to be an architect 
or practical builder, or to know anything 
whatever about the construction of buildings. 
Ho was to be simply a politician and his only 
duty would be to distribute the patronage 
among Democrats. The friends of the bill had 
refused to accept an amendment requiring the 
appointee to be a man qualified for the place, 


but they hadinserted other provisions which en- 
abled the Governor to appoint other men with 
such salaries as he chose to give them, to fur- 
nish the brains for the construction of the 
Capitol, while the Commissioner looked after 
the patronage. ’ 

Mr. Lynde moved to recommit the bill, with 
instructions to amend so as to require the su- 
pervising architect to be appointed by the 
Governor to be of different politics from the 
Commissioner. Lost. Mr. nsing’s motion 
to strike out the enacting clause was also lost 
by a party vote. The roll was then called on 
the final passage of the bill and all the Demo- 
crats voted for it, while all the Republicans 
present refused to vote. Tha Clerk was re- 
quested to make a list of the Senators present 
and not voting. The Lieutenant-Governor de- 
clared the bill passed, thus ruting differently 
from what Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins ruled in asimi- 
lar case last year, and differentiy from the 
construction heretofore given to the consti- 
tutional provision regarding three-fifths bilis. 
The Constitution provides that in bills like this 
(making an appropriation of money) three- 
fifths of all the Senators elected shall be pres- 
ent, though a majority only is required to pass 
the bill. at has hitherto been held that there 
must be three-fifths present and voting—the 
theory being that the only positive evidence 
thata Serator is present is that he votes. 
Lieut.-Gov. Hill decided the difficulty, and 
made a long explanation in writing justifying 
his decision. r. Thomas appealed from the 
decision of the Chair, but Mr. Titus immedi- 
ately moved to adjourn, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor put that motion and declared it car- 
ried. 

The novel ruling of Lieut.-Gov. Hill on the 
Capitol Commission bill excites a good deal of 
discussion. It is generally conceded that his 
ruling may cover the constitutional provision 
in this case, but if it did not no one believes 
the ruling would have been different so long 
as the necessities of his party required it. 
There is no instance on record where a Demo- 
cratic presiding officer of either house failed to 
make such a ruling as his party required, 
regardless of parliamentary law, justice, 
or the facts. The only thing that any 
Democratic Senator regrets in connection 
with the matter is that it attracts public atten- 
tion to the infamous scheme to make a purely 
partisan jobof the completion of the New Cap- 
itol—a thing that has not been attempted be- 
fore in the history of the —— Looking 
at it in this light, two or three Democratic 
Senators are candid enough to admit that they 
think their party madea mistake in introduc- 
ing the bill at all. 

Assemblyman James W. Brooks's political 
assessment bill was taken up, and it occupied 
the Senate two hours, althouch no one effered 
any opposition to it. Mr. Pitts took the occa- 
sion to deliver a long, written speech in favor 
of civil service reform, and Mr. Covert, while 
concurriag fully in all that Pitts said, won- 
dered why it was that he had never seen fit to 
express his sentiments on the subject before. 
A few unimportant amendments were made 
to the bill, and it was ordered to a third read- 
ing by unanimous consent. 

Mr. Boyd introduced a bill sent here by the 
** Anti-Monopolists” amending the general 
railroad law so as to require any corporation 
hereafter building arailroad in this State to de- 
posit 10 per cent. of its capital (paid up) with 
the State Treasurer as a guarantee of its good 
faith. Other restrictions are imposed on fu- 
ture railroad enterprises that cannot but he 
acceptable to railroad monopolists whose 
roads are already built. 

The new Railroad Commission to-day ap-

enry M. Thompson, of Cleveland, Ohio. 
There were several candidates for this posi- 
tion, and a good deal of surprise and nota 
little dissatisfaction is expressed that the com- 
mission should have ignored all the applicants 
from this State and gone off to Ohio fora 
mau to fill the place.

Mr. Ruggles was then 
declared the unanimous choice of the caucus. 
The Republicans unanimously renominat- 
ed Neil Gilmour, the present Superintend- 
ent.

IN AMERICA ON BOTH PERSONAL AND PA- 
TRIOTIC BUSINESS—MR. EGAN’S VIEWS 
UPON THE STRUGGLE IN IRELAND AND 
ENGLAND’S ATTEMPTS AT SUPPRESSION. 

Patrick Egan, ex-Treasurer of the Irish 

National Land League, arrived in this City on 

Monday, upon the steam-ship Hammonia, and 

is staying at the Grand Central Hotel. After 

breakfast he called at the office of the Irish Na- 
tion, No. 25 Park-place, and had aninterview 
with Mr, John Devoy, the editor of that paper. 

He next called on Patrick Ford, editor of the 

Irish World, and subsequently returned to the 

Trish Nation office, where he made an appeint- 

ment temeet Dr. Williara B. Wallace, President 

of the New-York Land League, at his resi- 
dence, No. 145 East Forty-eighth-street. Dr. 

Wallace and a number of his friends waited 

anxiously for the arrival of Mr. Egan, 

but up to midnight he had _ not 
appeared. At 12:10 this morning Dr. 

Wallace and other Land Leaguers started 

out to find Mr. Egan. They had previously 

sent te his hotel, but he was not there. They 
found him at the Grand Central, at 

2:30 o’clock, in the company of Mr. P. 

J. Sheridan and _ others, and _ there 

they discussed the prospects of the Land 

League until an early hour this morning. 

In the interview with Mr. Egan  pub-' 
lished below, he _ gives his reasons for 


coming to this country and his 
views on the Irish question generally. 
Outside of what is stated in that interview, 
however, Mr. Egan stated to a triend that 
the wife of the informer Carey had called 
upon him soon after her husband’s arrest and 
asked him to employ a lawyer to defend 
her husband. Mr. Egan refused to have any- 
thing todo with him. He was informed by a, 
lawyer who had some connection with the 
prosecution that Carey fought hard to save his 
own life, and that he gave the Government 
to understand that he could implicate offi- 
cials holding high positiens in the Land 
League. He refused to give any infor- 
mation until he got a promise that 
his neck would be saved. Mr. Egan 
said that he had never written to Carey 
on any political matter, but that in the Fall 
of 1881, when ke was a candidate for the 
represencation of the Arran Quay Ward 
in the Town Council, he wrote from 
Paris to Carey promising to help 
him in his canvass, In the Fall of 1882 Carey 
was again a candidate for municipal honors 
in the Trinity Ward, and he (Carey) wrote to 
him to help him. Mr. Egan said he had no 
recollection whether or not he replied to 
Carey’s letter, out if any letters of his were 
found in Carey’s house they must have refer- 
ence to these election contests. 

**I presume you have seen the statements in 
some of our American papers,” he was then 
asked, ‘‘respecting your alleged escape from 
Dublin ?” 

* Yes,” he answered, ‘‘I have seen them, and 
I have only to say that they are entirely devoid 
of foundation. The chief purposs of my visit 
is commercial. I have been tong wanting to 
visit Chicago, St. Louis, St. Paul, and other 
large flour exporting centres in connection 
with the business of my firmin Dublin, as we 
deal largely in American flour, and my decis- 
ion todo so was hastened by the urgent re- 
quest of Mr. Sheridan that I should 
give evidence in the extradition proceedings 
now pending against him, and also by strong 
letters received from Mr. Mooney, President 
of the American Land League, and other 
friends who pressed me to come to America 
to give the leaders of the movement here such 
information as is in my power regarding the 
situation at home.”’ 

**Theu there isno truth in the statements 
that you fled from Dublin in disguise and in 
in order te avoid arrest ?” 

‘*No, not a word of truth.” 

** Would you have any objections to stating 
generally what your opinion is regarding the 
situation in Ireland ?”’ 

**Well, I have no hesitation in saying that 
although at the moment the national cause is 
surrounded by some difficulties, the prospect is 
entirely hopeful. I havealways held, with John 
Mitchell, that the more England is obliged 
to coerce us the more tightly she is obliged 
to put on the screw, the sooner will we attain 
our independence. The brutality practiced 
during the past couple of years by the Lib- 
erals, or, as O’Connell truly called them, ‘the 
base, bloody, and brutal Whigs,’ has widened 
the gulf between England and Ireland one bun- 
dred fold. I am firmly convinced that the 
present state of things must result before long 
in the attainment by the Irish people of some 
measure of national self-government.” 

‘What is your opinion regarding tbe pros- 
ecution in connection witb the alleged assas- 
sination conspiracy in Dublin?” 

‘“*As a matter of course the Government 
would be wanting in its duty if it did not do 
everything possible to break up sueb a conspir- 
acy and convict its members, provided it acted 
fairly and squarely, but the whole course adopt- 
ed toward the men now under arrest has been, 
to my mind, simply atrocious. Every estab- 
lished rule of law as regards identification, 
and in many cases as to the reception of evi- 
dence, has been set aside. A private in- 
vestigation owas held at the Cas- 
tle. Crown officials coaxed and bullied 
by turns the witnesses, and | believe in some 
cases refreshed them with whisky. They dangled 
before the eyes of people who never in their 
lives possessed £5 enormous bribes to induce 
them to swear to what they required. They ar- 
rested a number of men whom they believed to 
belong to the Fenian organization and marched 
them in the Castle-yard before the window 
behind which were a number of wretched 
people who were by that means able to arrange 
their identifications and their stories. The pris- 
oners had been kept in close confinement with- 
out any opportunity of communicating 
with their families or arranging for their de- 
fense. Every means; has been used to spread 
terror. The result is that the defense has 
been a mere scramble, provided in some cases 
by private subscriptions, and in others by 
money scraped up by their unfortunate rela- 
tives. ltis currently rumored in Dublin that 
a certain magistrate who took an active part 
in the investigatiens will receive £20,000 and 
the Governorship of acolony if his labors se- 
cure 10 convictions.” 

“It bas been charged that the Land League 
funds were contributed toward this con- 
spiracy ¢” 

‘**That is most certainly not so. Not a 
penny of Land League money was ever sup- 
plied for such purpose. On the contrary, 
money was expended in preventing outrages 
to the extent of sending men to localities 
where there might be danger of attempts 
against landlords. By that means very many 
crimes were prevented. Among those who 
owe their preservation to the Land League are 
Lord Ardilann, formerly Sir Arthur Guin- 
aress. But for its protection he would have 
fallen a victim to his harshiy treated tenants. 
The game of the Castle officials is to con- 
nect the Land League with the com- 
mission of outrages, and thus to damage the 
National Party. To accomplish this they will 
stop at no villainy, however black. I am in- 
fermed that one of the conditions on which 
they accepted the evidence of the informer 
Casey was that he should criminate me, and 
through me, the Land League. He failed 
to come up to this requirement and I suppose 
his bribe will be cut down. I am informed 
that a leading Castle official said they would 
spend £50,000 to hang Egan.” 

‘There appears to be a great outcry in Irish 
journals about jury packing. What is jury 
packing? 

“ A special jury in Dublin under the Crimes 
act consists of 200 persons holding property at 
£50 a year and upward. The majority are 
Conservatives. In capital cases the pris- 
oner has 20 challenges: the Crown an 
unlimited right to challenge. The prisoner 
soon exhausts his 20, and when each Catholic, 
Liberal Presbyterian, Methodist, or Quaker is 
calied the Crown orders him to stand 
aside, and by this process selects a jury 
of 12 Tories. With a jury of this kind, a pros- 
ecuting Judge, and a well-coached battalion 
of briked testimony, the Castle can, if they so 
desire, convict with perfect certainty his 
Eminence Cardinal McCabe or Bishop McEvily 
of any charge they might bring against them. 
It is now admitted by officials at the Castle— 
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one of them made the admission to myself— 
that Hynes was hanged in the wrong; that 
they now know the real murdererof Dou- 
laghy, but having hanged Hynes for it they 
do not want to open up the case again. 
It is beyond doubt that four others—Walsh, 
Myles Joyce, Paff, and Barrett—were inno- 
cent of the crimes for which they suffered.”’ 
‘What is your opinion of the charges 
against Mr. Sheridan on which application 
for his arrest and extradition has been made ?” 
**T think they are absolutely ridiculous. Mr. 
Forster bas repeated in the House ef Com- 
mons that Sheridan was constantly going 
back and forth from me in Paris to 
the ‘outrage-mongers’ in the West of 
Ireland. As a matter of fact, Mr. 
Sheriaan left Ireland for Paris m October, 
1881, and has only returned there onee since. 
Trat visit was made in December, 1881, when 
he was, of course, disguised, as a warrant for 
his arrest had been issued. His object then 
was to investigate and -tarmonize certain 
alleged difficulties in connection with the La- 
dies’ Land League. I then gave to him £100, 
half of which he gave to the yt Mr. Lawler, 


of Valencia, for the relief of evicted tenauts 
who were in great need. He also gave other 
sums to evicted tenants who were in distress, 
and gave the vouchers for all his expenditures.” 
‘““What about the charges of misappropria- 
Leay 


tion of Land League funds made by 
Florence Dixie?” 

‘*'Lady Florence Dixie has been led, through 
her craving for notoriety, to become the 
mouthpiece of Richard Pigott, whose own 
statements would receive no _ attention. 
ln April, 1881, Pigott wrote to me 
that he had been offered £500 
by Castle officials to publish a statement im his 
paper, The Jrishman, alleging misappropria- 
tion of Land League funds. He said he needed 
money, and threatened to accept the 
offer unless I sent him £300. Of 
course, I refused to do so, and de- 
fied him to do his worst. Subsequently 
a pamphlet, the manuscript of which was in 
Pigott’s handwriting, was set up in type for 
Lady Florence Dixie. She became frightened 
at the serious charges it contained against the 
leaders of the Land League, and gave orders 
that the few copies printed; should be burned 
and the forms broken up. I secured one 
of the copies, and all the charges made 
since by Lady Florence Dixie are those 
that were then made in the pamphlet. 
Of course, they are utterly false. y ac- 
counts bave been thorougnly audited by 
Jobn Dillon, the Rev. Father Sheehy, and 
Matthew Harris. No complaints have ever 
been made by the actual subscribers to the 
Land League fund. The balance of the fund 
on hand at the time of the National Confer- 
ence in Dublin in October last was £31,900.” 

‘Ts that money still on hand ?”’ 

“It has been increased by some small 
amounts received afterward, and out of it 
there has been sent to the Lord Mayor of Dub- 
lin for the Mansion House Committee for the 
relief of evicted tenants 44.000. There has 
been expended by a committee composed 
of Mr. Parnell, Mr. Jobn Dillon, and Mr. Ar- 
thur O’Connor, £2,500 for the relief of evicted 
tenants. Some other small amounts have also 
been expended. There is now on hand be- 
tween £25,000 and £26,000, all of which is in- 
vested in American securities in the names of 
five Trustees.” 

Mr. Egan was then asked about the action 
for breach of sromise brought by Miss Hyland 
against Mr. Biggar, but it was a subject on 
which hedid not care to speak at any length. His 
acquaintance with the Hyland family in Paris 
was a merely casual one, he said. hey were 
people of the highest respectability. He had not 
wished to become a witness in the case, but if 
he had testified he was certain that Mr. Big- 
gar would not have permitted his counsel to 
ask him any questions relating to the Land 
League funds. 

Mr. Egan is aman of medium height, some- 
what over 40 years old, with hair aud peard 
sprinkled with gray. He is a member of the 
firm of Egan & Rourke, the second 
largest bakers and _  fiour dealers in 
Ireland. He first took an active 

art in politics in 1868, when he was one of the 
ounders of the Amnesty Association. In 
1870 he acted as Secretary to the Long- 
ford Election Committee in behalf of 
John Martin. He was one of the 
original members of the Home Rule 
League and became a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee. He was oneof the founders 
of the Land League, and acted as Treasur- 
er until December last. His part- 
ner, Mr. Rourke, has_ studiously held 
aloof from politics, but nevertheless 
he was arrested as a suspect last year and 
kept in jail for over three months. The arrest 
was so palpably unjust that the indignation 
of the entire commercial class of Dublin, 
of all shades of politics, was excited by 
it. Mr. Egan will probably remain in this 
country for three or four months. He will 
remain in this City about 10 days. 
He expects to visit Buffalo to see 
Mr. Mooney, and to also visit 
Bosten. He will be present at the convention 
to be held in Philadelphia on March 25 His 
movements while in this country are necessa- 
rily to some extent unsettled, and will be deter- 
mined by the future. He earnestly disclaims any 
intention to make any speeches while travel- 
ing here. Mr. Parnell will certainly be present 
at the convention, he says, if itis at all possible 
for him to come here. If he cannot come, Mr. 
Sexton will probably come over in his stead, 
but the two cannot be absent from Parliament 
at the same time. 

?ARIS, March 13.—Documents have arrived 
here showing that John Walsh, who was ar- 
rested in Havre at the instance of the British 
Government, was not in Dublin at the time 
the Phoenix Park murders were committed. 

HAVRE, March 13.—Patrick Casey is endeav- 
oring to secure the arrest of the English de- 
tectives who assisted in the apprehension of 
Walsh on French territory. 
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RECEDING OF THE WATERS.

ENCOURAGING NEWS FROM THE MISSISSIPPI 
—HELENA SAFE. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., March 13.—A reporter of 
the Vicksburg Herald, who returned to-night from 
atrip up the river investigating the levees, re- 
ports the water on a stand at Green- 
ville, with a gradual decline above 
and scarcely any rise at points below. 
Planters generally along the river have made con- 
siderable progress in plowing, and, except 
where an overflow has affeeted them, are 
in good spirits. Water is pouring through 
the breaks at Goodrich’s, but is not one- 
fifth as great as that which passed threugh last 
year. It is passing off rapidly, and that portion of 
the levee which has not already given way will un- 
doubtedly remain intact. Nearly all the principal 
landings along the river can still stand several 
feet. The levee from Young's Point has been com- 
pleted to Omega and can stand six or seven feet 
of water, but the water from various breaks is 
rapidly encroaching upon the rear. 

Hevena, Ark., March 13.—The river de- 
clined one inch during the last 12 hours, and now 
marks 46 feet inches on the gauge. The levees 
here are so secure that the city is safe, wind or no 
wind. Thetrains over the Iron Mountain and 
Southern Railway will be put on again to-day, 
making a transfer at L’Anguille Bridge by boats. 
The situation is brighter than at any eriod since 
the high water pressure set in. Business in this 
city is resuming a cheerful! and hopeful aspect. 


Merempuis, Tenn., March 13.—The river con- 
tinues to decline steadily, and is now 3 
feet 7 inches, a fall of 13 inches 
from the highest point this season. A 
force of men has been sent to cle:r the 
débris along the line of the Memphis and Little 
Rock Railroad and to repair the track. If the 
water continues to decline travel over that route 
will be resumed next week. 

A dispatch to the Appeal from Skipwith, Miss., 
says: ‘' The Dennis levee, near Australia, Bolivar 
County, is reported cut. It is reported that 
in the upper end of that county Major Helem, 
Chief Engineer, is having sacks filled to-day, and 
that he intends closing the break at Ellislee by a 
barricade of planks and sacks of hay. Protection 
levee is still holding out, and the main line is 
so pearly completed that ali danger of an overilew 
from the break here is considered over. Planting 
operations are progressing rapidly.” 

ARKANSAS City, March 12. — Senator 
Thane, of the Joiut Committee of the State Legis- 
jlavure, appointed to inquire into the coa- 
dition of the peeple in the overflowed dis- 
tricts, is now here.

THE STRUGGLE OF THE FRENCL 
REPUBLIC. 

RUMORS OF PRESIDENT GREVY’S INTENDEL 
RESIGNATION DENIED—THE INTRIGUES 
AND MOVEMENTS OF SOCIALISTS. 

Lonpon, March 18.—The 71mes’s cor. 
respondent at Paris, speaking of the rumoz 
that President Grévy intended to resign, says 
the general political situation, the constant 
strides of radicalism, the chronic instability of 
Cabinets, the insults of reactionary organs, 
and the threats made at anarchist meetings 
explain the desire of M. Grévy to resign 
the Presidency.

THE BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 

Loxpon, March 13.—In the House} of 
Commons last night Mr. Coleridge Kennard, 
Conservative, gave notice that he would ques- 
tion the Government as to what steps have been 
taken to recover the surplus of the Aiabama 
award. 

Mr. Gladstone stated in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon that Lord Spencer would’ 
not leave the Cabinet, although he had re- 
signed the Presidency of the Council. 

Mr. Chamberlain, President of the Boardiot 
Trade, said that an official copy of the new 


American tariff had not yet been received by 
the board. When it was recelved it would be 
published. 

Mr. Gorst, Conservative, moved that, in 
view of the complicity of the Boers in the 
cruel attacks on native chiefs, energetic steps 
be taken forthwith to secure a strict observ- 
ance ef the convention of 1881. The Hon, 
Evelyn Ashley, Under Colonial Secretary, 
concurred in the motion, condemning the many 
attacks upon the Bechuanas, but said that the 
Government were bound to act in accordance 
with the interests of England. They would not 
fail to recognize the chiefs’ claim on the 
Government, but the convention imposed na 
obligation on England, although it con- 
ferred the right to remonstrate when 
affairs demanded a remonstrance. If 
England sent a force to the Trans- 
vaal to prevent marauding, the force 
must remain there. If such a policy was pur- 
sued it would lead to war. He believed that 
the Boers were amenable to English public 
opinion. The debate was adjourned, 

In the House of Lords to-day Lord Derby, 
Colonial Secretary, replying to questions by 
aod Lords concerning outrages on the Trans- 
vaal frontier, said the Biers favored a peace- 
ful effort to obtain indemnity for sufferers by 
raids. The use of force would only tend te 
create an African Ireland. 


DURES’S INFAMOUS LETTERS. 

UNIONTOWN, Penn., March 13.—When the 
Dukes-Nutt murder trial was resumed this morn- 
ing, Joseph Nutt, son of the deceased, was put on 
the stand te prove that he had seen Dukes drop 
an anonymous ietter. reflecting on his sister, 
in the road near his father’s house. This evidence 
was ruled out. The letters which Dukes had writ- 
ten to Capt. Nutt were then offered in evidence,and 
notwithstanding the strenuous protests of the de- 
fense were admitted. They were read to the jury by 
Mr. Playford, and created a profound sensation in 
the court-room. In point of infamy they were 
fully up to expectations. Dukes acknowledges un- 
solicitedly that He had illicit intercourse with Capt. 
Nutt’s duugbter, and gives alleged town rumors af- 
feeting her character. In closing. he expresses his 
opinion that Miss Nutt Is in a delicate condition, 
and inferentially suggests to Capt. Nutt that an 
abortion might save the bonor of his daughter and 
family. The prosecution here rested. 

The defense in opening proved that Dukes had 
saidyto Mrs. Jennings, as she left room after 
the meeting, that he was sorry for what he had 
done, but he had acted only im self-defense, as 
Capt. Nutt would have killed him if he had not 
killed Nutt. 

The most impertant evidence for the pris- 
oser in the afternoon was the letter of 
Capt. Nutt threatening to take Dukes* 
life unless the latter should make 
reparation for the ruin of his daughter. This ietter 
was very emphatic, and distinctly tells Dukes that 
if he did not do his duty asa man he would have 
to suffer death. 

The testimony of the Commonwealth that Dukes 
shot Nutt when the latter was resting and making 
no threatening movememt was practically un- 
shaken. 

After a large number of witnesses had been ex- 
amined to show a good charaeter for Dukes, 
the case was closed, so far as evidence 
is concerned, when the court adjourned until 
to-morrow merning. The addresses to the jury 
will be made to-morrow, and by the evening the 
case will be in their bands.

THE IOWA WINE ANP BEER LAW. 

CounciL Biurrs, March 13.—The State 
Brewers’ Association meets in Dohany’s Hall in 
this eity to-morrow morning. The incoming night 
trains have brought nearly every master brewer 
and maltster in the State. The meeting will be the 
largest and most interesting ever held in lowa. 
The fact that the petition for a rehearing in the 
prohibition amendment case in the Supremé 
Court, whieh also meets in this city on next Mon- 
day, will be argued again, adds interest to the 
meeting of the Brewers’ Association at this time. 
Gov. Sherman having refused to call an extra ses- 
sion of the Legisiature either to propose ar- 
other amendment or to repeal the wine and 
beer clause in the statute in existence for 
nearly 25 years, gave encouragement to the brew- 
ers, who have many millions invested in their busi- 
ness. The danger that confronts them is that the 
Supreme Court, on the petition for a rehearing, 
will open up the vase and eventually reverse the 
former decision, which declared the amendment 
void. This apprehension has made the brewers 
nervous, and those on the ground in attendance 
on the annual convention betray their anxiety im 
a marked manner and express themseives quite 
freely. If the Supreme Court sustains the former 
decision, no modifieation in tae law can occur be- 
fore January, 1884, when the next regular session 
of the Legislature occurs.

THE CITY'S MILK SUPPLY

‘MIDDLEMEN LAUGHING AT THE 
FARMERS’ THREATS. 
EXPRESSING NO FEARS OF A MILK FAMINE 
AND CLAIMING THAT THE PRODUCERS 

WILL NOT HOLD OUT VERY LONG. 

The milk-declers of this City were appar- 
ently little exercised yesterday over the avowed 
determination of the Orange County farmers to 
shut off the supply of milk from that quarter uatil 
84 cents a quart is fixed-as the market price. 
Several dealers who are in the kabit of buying 
‘arge quantities of milk from the producers of 
Orange, Sussex, and Sullivan Counties were seon 
by Times reporters, and most of them laughed at 
the idea of their being compelled to aecede to the 
farmers’ terms. The dealers took the ground that 
the milk trade was regulated by supply and de- 
mand, and that the market price, established by 
the New-York dealers, was fully as high as the 
article was worth as a commercial commodity. It 
was alleged that the present “ strike’’ of the pro- 
ducers along the line of the Erie Railway couid 
only bring disaster to the farmers. There seemed 
to be no fears that the dealers would be embar- 
rassed or the eonsumers ineonvenienced. The 
prevailing opinion among the dealers was that the 
farmers lacked the backbone to carry out their 
threats to withhold their milk from the market. It 
vas thonght that mot more than 1,000 cans of milk 
would be held back at any one time by the pro- 
ducers in Orange County. The suggestion of a 
possible milk famine in New-York City was unani- 
mously pook-poohed by the dealers, and declara- 
tions were deliberately made that the 300 milk- 


dealers of this City could take care of their cus- 
tomers even if the Orange County farmers should 
keep back one-half of their production. 

Mr. G. Conklin, of the Orange County Milk 
Association, who is President of the*recently or- 
ganized New-York Milk Exchange. (limited,) was 
out of tewn yesterday, but his son, who is also 
actively engaged in the business, was found at the 

of the association in Vestry-street. Mr. 
Conklin said with asmile: ‘* We do not anticipate 
ay serious trouble from this threatened strike. 
This essociation usually receives 70 or 80 cans of 
milk daily over the Erie Railroad, and I do not 
believe that any of the farmers who supply us will 
bold back. Of course there is a possibility that the 
Grange County producers may su in pre- 
yenting 1,000 cans or so from reaching Jersey 
City for a few nights, but they won't keep 
that up long. Some of the smaller dealers 
may be temporarily embarrassed, but the 
larger dealers, who aré likely to bave plenty, 
will help them ont. We do not prepase to let any 
of our customers get left. The farmers are wrong 
in this Acht. and they certainly cannot ferce the 
fleaiers to yield tothem. The priceof milk each 
month must be regulated according to the condi- 
tion of the market, and it naturally follows that 
the prices must be fixed in this City. The dealers 
are Willing to pay the farmers a liberal F inp for 
their milk, but whenever they have tried to do 80 
the farmers have flooded the market so that the 
price had tocome down. Just sucha thing hap- 
pened last Fall. The New-York dealers put up the 
market price to ¢cents per quart for September 
and October, and the farmers immediately in- 
creased the productien to such an extent that 
milk was a drag on the market and the 
ealers were obliged to reduce the price in self- 
efense.”” Mr. Conklin said that the deslers who 
took the milk from the producers and disposed of 
it to the consumers seldom made more than 1 eent 
per quart profit. In the present month, for in- 
stance, they paid 3 cents per quart to the producer 
and 1 cent per quart for freight. The ferriage and 
shrinkage would amount to 14 of a cent per quart, 
jess and damage of cans would average not less 
than 24 of a ceat per quart, and the cost of deliv- 
ery was about 754 cents per quart, making the total 
cost te the dealer 634 eents per quart for milk 
whieh they retailed at 8 cents. Mr. Conklin said 
that theobject of the New-York Milk Exchange 
limited) was to protect both the producer and the 
dealer by so reguiating the preduction as to keep 
the market frm. If the miik supply could be kept 
down to the actual demund of the New-York mar- 
ket, the dealers eould afford to pay the producers 
a better price than at present. 
“ Mr, Amasa Howell. Secretary of the ‘‘ Joint Price 
Committee of the Cities of New-York, Brooklyn, 
and Jersey City,” sent a printed card to the milk 
producers last month announcing that the market 
price of milk had been fixed by his committee at 8 
cents per quart for the menth of March, the num- 
ber of yotes cast being 77. Mr. Howell informed a 
Times reporter yesterday that the dealers were not 
alarmed by the threats of the farmers. He did not 
think the Orange Courty producers would be able 
to stop 1,000 cans of milk, but even if they should 
stop that, orevern a larger number of cans, the 
Gealers would not becrippled. The dealers were 
net disposed to concede anything, and they were 
not sufficiently exercised over the matter to 
call a meeting. ““{ am of the opinion that this 
strike will cost the Orange County farmers $50,000 
or $60,000," eaid Mr. Howell, “but it will 
teach them a lessen. Thev are unreasonable in 
their demands and they eannot succeed. More- 
pver, they have struck in avery bad time for them. 
They should have waited until there was a scarcity 
of supply and a brisk demand, and their chances 
of success would have been better. The New-York 
fiealers have plenty of eo yrer and by the aid of 
the numerous railroads dnd the telegraph they ean 
make speedy arrangements to replace whatever 
shortage the etrikers can create in the market." 

‘“Weuld not the dealers be embarrassed if the 
Grange County producers held back their entire 
average production of 4,000 cans per day?” 

“Certainly; but there is not the slightest proba- 
bility of their doing that. They won't hold back 
more than 1,000 cans, and they won't hold those 
back long. The farmers are not the men to volun- 
tarily lose $59 or $100 in a strike of this kind.” 

Mr. W. W. Clark. manager for the miik house of 
N. D. Woodhull & Co., No. 20 North Moore-street, 
said he did not fear any trouble in consequence of 
the revolt of the Orange County, farmers. He did 
not believe that any of the producers whosupplied 
his firm would join in the strike. “The Orange 
County producers may keep back about 1.000 cans 
of milk,” said Mr. Clark, “ but Ido not think that 
the New-York trade will be materially affected 
thereby. I have heard of no disposition on the 
part of the dealers to make any concessions to the 
milk producers in the matter of price. It is un- 
doubtedly right that the market price of milk. as 
well as of other perishable commodities, should be 
fixed at the place of consumption. The farmers are 
intent ow disposing of their milk in as large quanti- 
ties and atas good prices as possible. Ido not blame 
them for that, but they are in no position to know 
what the demand is, and they fail to realize that 
the price must be fixed solely ‘by supply and de- 
mand. The dealers do not make the large profits 
that the producers cuppove. There are many hun- 
dred cans of milk sold at a profit of not more than 
&% cent per quart, and dealers in first-class 
milk are obliged to compete with a lot of irre- 
sponsible sma!) peddiers who manage to cet a lot 
of poor, cheap milk, nobody knows where, which 
they sel! tor 6 cents per quart. With the price at 8 
cents per quart honorable dealers in good milk 
cannot make more than 1 cent or 1% cents per 
quart.” Mr. Clark said that he would like to 
see some arrangement perfected by whieh pro- 
ducers and deaiers could kuow each other better 
and work more in harmony. 

An unusually large number of City dealers went 
to Jersey City last night to oneerve the arrival of 
the two milk trains on the Erie Raliway. The 

milling faces and unconcerned manners of these 
nen clearly indicated that they had no expectation 
sf any eerious shortage in the shipments of milk 
from Orange County or anywhere else. The train 
from Pine Island, comprising 13 cars, relled slonc- 
tide the milk platform esvon after 10 0’clock and 
Was found to be as heavily loaded as usual. The 
ain men reported that the shipments at 
yome of the stations had been smaller than 
tsual, but the shortage had been more 
han evunterbalanced by the inereased supplies 
rom the creameries. The Port Jervis train which 
trings in the milk from the stations along the main 
lne of the Erie arrived about 11 o'clock. There 
sere 16 cars, and while some contained 150, 175, 
md 20) cans of milk, others held only 30 and 40. 
(he train men stated thatthere was some short- 
we in the usual supply, and sald that there 
vero a few small stations along the line 
where the usual shipment of milk was 
opped entirely last night. It was assertea that 
he shortage was about equally distributed along 
he entire route between Jersey City and Port 
Jervis. A few farmers came up on the second 
rain and expressed great disappointment at the 
result of the first night of their strike. One of 
them remarked on the milk platform that the pro- 
iucers deserved te be beaten, for they had no 
packbone. There was fully as great a mnum- 
der of City milk wagons at the depot as usual, 
and all of them seemed to be able to obtain loads. 
M. C. H. C. Beakes, of No. 231 Mercer-street, one 
of the largest dealers, receivea his usual consign- 
ment of about 24% cans. Mr. Phillips, the milk 
agent of the Erie Road at Jersey City, stated that 
about 760 cans of milk bad been stopped, The two 
trains brought in 3,150 cans last night, and the 
usual receipts were nearly 4,000 cans. Lagrt night's 
yoipment from Middletown was 32 eans short.

THE HIGH LICENSE BILL PASSED.

There !s a heavy penal- 
ty provided for selling liquor to habitual drunkards.

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THE FRENCH IN MADAGASCAR. 
INTERVIEW BETWEEN THE WASHINGTON 
CLERGY AND THE MALAGASSY EMBASSY. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The parlors of the 
Arlington Hotel were the scene of an interesting 
interview this afternoon between the Ambassadors 
of Madagascar and a delegation of clergymen rep- 
resenting the Pastors’ Union of this city. After the 
members of the delegation had been presented to 
the Ambassadors, their Chairman, the Rev. W. W. 


Patten, D. D., President of Howard University, re- 
ferred to the interest felt by the Christian commu- 
nity in the presence of the embassy in Washington, 
and their desire to aid in any way possible in fur- 
thering the objects for which they had come to this 
country. The Rev. T. 8. Wynkoep then read the 
following resolutions, which had been previously 
adopted: 

At a meeting of ministers of various Christian de- 
nominations in the city of Washington, held to-day, 
it was 

Resolved, That we desire to express to the Ambassa- 
dors of her Majesty, the Queen of Madagascar, in our 
own bebalf and as representatives of the Christian 

eople of the capital of the United States, the deep 
fntcrest with which we have watched the remarkaple 
progress of the Government and people of Madagas- 
car in civilization and Christianity, especiaily during 
the reign of the present sovereign; that we’ hare 
learned with deep regret that the peace and 
prosperity of Madegescar are imperiled by 
the present ag«ressive policy of tne Gov- 
ernment of France, which must, if persisted in, 
lead to a disastrous war, in which the highess inter- 
ests of religion, civil order, and education will suffer 
unspeakable damage; that we request the embassy 
to convey to the Government and Christian people of 
their country our salutations and sympathies, uniting 
with Christians in Great Britain and the Continent 
of Europe in the earnest prayerto Almighty God, 
in whose hand are tbe hearts of men, that this disas- 
ter may be averted end the peace and prosperity of 
Madagascar assured. 


- Tne chief Ambassador, Ravoninakitrimarivo, in 
2 voice and manner indieative of the deepest feel- 
ing, said: 

“Your words ere true, gentlemen, respecting the 
condition of things in Madagascar at the present time. 
For if the intentions of France to invade the iand of 
our torefathers be carried out it will not be the Mala- 
gassy people only upon whom the calamity will de- 
scend, for it will fall upon that which is of more value 
even than our lives. Civilization ana religion cannot 
be separated from our cause, and they both will suffer 
in the attack. Tbe French seek to pluck us up as 
tares because we wiil not grant them greater 
privileges than those which other nations ere 
coutented to receive, but they cannot uproot 
The Island of 
Madagascar is our land by gift of God, and the French 
have no more right orclaim upon it than they have 
upon the United States. In speaking to you, our 
Christian friends, we frankly confess that our pres- 
ent prospects almost discourage us entirely in the 
paths of enlightenment. If the policy of France be 
the outcome of the white men’s civilization then {t 
were betéer for us toremainin ignorance. There are 
only toomany in our land who wish to do that al- 
ready. And so we trust thatthe Christian hearts of 
this great Republic will oppose with all their strength 
the outrage with which we are threatened. We thank 
you for the kind expression of your sympathy and 
wish you life and the favor of God.”

A REMARKABLE SWINDLER. 


THE EXTRAORDINARY OPERATIONS OF EM- 
METT O'NEILL, OF SCHENECTADY. 

ALBANY, March 13.—The failure of Emmett 
O'Neill, a real estate and loan broker of Sehenec- 
tady, which was announced recently, has brought 
to light a system of wholesale swindling by which 
O'Neill has victimized a large number of per- 
sons in and around Schenectady to amounts 
ranging from $50 to $12,000, the aggregate 
of his dishonest gains being estimated 
at about $250,000. O'Neill's father was the heaviest 
Pproperty-owner in JDuanesburg, Schenectady 
Connty, a man of high character and influence, en- 
joying the unbounded confidence of his neighbors. 
At his death he left an estate valued at $100,000, 
the management of which was intrusted to 


his son. Being a lawyer of ability and a man 
of affable and fascinating manners, Em- 
mett naturally attained a position in pub- 
lic esteem similar to that held by his father. 
Among his accomplishments was the power of 
imitating all kinds of handwriting, so that the 
counterfeit could be deteeted with difficulty. This 
dexterity in the use of his pen, his inherited 
wealth, unsullied reputation, and extended ac- 


| Quaintance in the country were the means which 


rendered his schemes possibie and suecessful. Five 
years ago he removed to Schenectady and opened 
Subsequently he beeame a partner in 
an insurance agency, and laterin a drug house, but 


| beth partnerships were terminated after a short 


time by his associates. 

Since 1881 he has engaged in business alone as a 
real estate and investment agent. Soon after his 
gotng to Schenectady he was elected a Director of 
the Schenectady Bank, and from an inspection of 
the books of the bank he learned that many 
acquaintanees in Duanesburg kad money to invest. 
His position and social standing made it easy for 
him to beguile his confiding friends, and those who 
sought his advice received a ready assistancea in 
making good investments. At his suggestion funds 
were often intrusted to him to invest. In other 
cases he received the use ef the money and 
gave as security forged mortgages. In case 
proof of the mortgages was demanded 
one would forge assignments to the mortgage and 
furnish bogus County Clerk’s certificates and copies 
of the record. He also forged notes he had out as 
collateral. Eight notes signed by Col. Walter 8. 
Church, of Albany, for $5,000 each, only two of 
whieh were good, have been discovered. Another 
methoa was to make ashort loan to responsible 
persons and take a note as security, making a 
forged copy of the note. He would return this 
when the loan was repaid and negotiate the gen- 
uine note. 

Every person who intrusted his property to 
O'Neill fell a victim to his rascality. His mether 
and sisters are left penniless; a female cousin lost 
$3,500 by his operations; the widow of a railroad 
flagman who trusted him has been robbed of her 
small fortune of $2,000; every resident of Duanes- 
burg of any wealth has suffered at his hands, and 
the list of:losers fa Schenectady is increasing daily 
as bis operations are more fully investigated. As 
an illustration of his work, the case of Joseph Me- 
Quade, a farmer of Duanesburg.is cited. O'Neil! had 
& mortgage on his farm for $7,000. When McQuade 
had pald $2,000 en this O'Neill told him tke mort- 
gace was 80 covered with indorsements of small 
payments that he had better execute a new 
one for $5,000, and he would destrey the 
old one. It is now discovered that both 
the old and new wmertgages are on file in 
the County Clerk’s office. and the former contains 
no acknowledgment of payment. Among O'Neill's 
victims whese losses have been reperted are: 
Judge Landon, of the Supreme Court, to the 
amount of $1,500; Trustees of Union College, 
$5,000; Col. Allen, Duanesburg, $10,000: Lucy Gage 
and a sister-in-law, of Duanesburg, $12,000; Miss 
Liddle, of Schenectady, $10.000—all her property; 
Mrs. Dr. Duane, Schenectady, $8,000; George Cur- 
tiss, Vice-President ef the Schenectady Bank, 
$1,800; Alexander Liddle, Duanesburg. $8,000; Mrs. 
W. J. R. Johnson, Schenectady, $2,500. 

It is believed that when the total amount of 
O'Neill's stealings become known it will net pe far 
from $250,000. What O’Neill did with the money is 
not known. It is reperted that he lost heavily last 
Fall in hop speculations, and it is presumed that 
fae of his gains went in speculation of other 
cinds. 

Before leaving Schenectady on the mianight 
train, O'Neill, taking a hundred-dollar greenback 
in his hand, went from store to stere asking 
to have it changed. No one eould change 
it, and he borrowed a few dollars from each store- 
keeper. He victimized over 20 residents of Schenec- 
tady by this game. O'Neill went to New-York, 
where it is said he made an unsuccessful attempt 
to raise $20,000 on forged securities. It is believed 
that he has gone to Europe. His wife, two daugh- 
ters, and son are still in Schenectady.

OBITUARY. 
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JUDGE WILLIAM WHITE. 

The Hon. William White, Judge of the 
Supreme Court of Ohio, and recently appointed 
Judge of the United States Court for the Southern 
District of that State, died suddenly Monday night. 
William White was bern in England Jan. 28, 1822. 
His parents dying when he was very young, he 
was brought to this country by bis uncle, James 
Dory, in 1831. Taking up his residence in Spring- 
field, Chio, at the age of 12 years, he learned the 
trade of cabinet-making, meanwhile devoting 
his leisure to the acguisition of an edu- 


cation. He attended for some time tke 
old Springfield High School. On the ad- 
viee of a friend he commenced the stuay of 
law and taught school to support himself. 
In 1846 be was admitted to the Bar. In 18{7 he was 
elected Proseeuting Attorney of Clark County, of 
which Springfield is the county seat, and eontinued 
to hold that office for eight years, receiving large 
majorities at each successive contest. In 1856 he 
was put in nomination as an independent candidate 
for Judge ef the Common Pleas Court by the mem- 
bers cf the Bar and was elected. In October, 1861, 
he was re-elected to the same office. On the resig- 
natien of Judge Hocking H. Hunter, Gov. Brough, 
at the request of the Bar of bis district, appointed 
Judge White Judge of the Supreme Court of Ohio, 
in February, 1864, and im October of the same year 
he was elected to the unexpired term. In October, 
1868, he was re-elected, and again in 1873. 

At the time of hisappointment as Judge of the 
United States District Court he was Chief-Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Ohio. He was married Oct. 
21, 1847, to Miss Rachel Stout, of Springfield. Of 
their children three are still living. The eldest, 
Charles R. White, having studied law with Gen. 
Keifer, his uncle, at Springfield, was admitted to 
the Bar in 1873, and entered into partnership with 
his preceptor. Judge White bad not yet taken his 
seat on the United States court bench.

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MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
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THE HASTE OF THE ALDERMEN. 
RUSHING THROUGH THE’ ELECTRIC LINES 
COMPANY MEASURES. 


The Board of Aldermen put through yester- 
day, under pressure, a scheme which looks very 
much like a jeb. Some time ago the New-York 
Electric Liues Company made an application for 
permission to tear up the streets of the City fer the 
purpose of laying telegraph wires under ground. 
As originally introduced, the resolution aceom- 
panying the application provided that the company 
sheuld pay to the City ‘“‘for each 1,000 feet in 
length of trench te be excavated the maximum 
sum or sums which have been, or which may here- 


after be, required of grantees or ~ licensees 
to be paid under any- general or special 
ordinance of the Common Council hereto- 
fore enacted authorizing the laying of eleo- 
tric conductors under the streets of the City.” 
The matter was referred to the Committee on Fer- 
ries and Franchises, which reported in January in 
favor of granting the desired franchise, After a 
long discussion, in which the fear that granting 
such a franchise would create a danzereus monop- 
oly was expressed by Aldermen O’Cornor, Wells, 
and Vitzpatrick, the report was recommitted to 
the committee, with directions to find out what 
the New-York Electric Lines Company was—its 
officers, capital, &c. Tur Tres of Jan. 31 gave 
such information of the company as could be ob- 
tained, showing that the company was incorporated 
in October, 1882, by Siduey F. Shelbourne, William 
Force Scott, George L. Weed, Herbert P. Brush, 
and Edward Barr. Its alleged capital stock is 
$5,000,000, in 50,000 shares, of which 48,700 shares 
are held by Sidney F. Shelbourne, the eompany’s 
President. 

The Committee on Ferries and Franchises gave 
mo sign that it was considering the resolution 
which had been referred back to it until yester- 
day, when it again presented a report in favor of 
the resolution giving the franchise, with certain 
amendments. These amendments struck out the 
provision giving the City the use of twe of the 
company’s wires, and in lieu thereof a clause was 
inserted requiring the company to pay to the City 
2 per cent. of its gross receipts. A clause was 
also inserted providing that the, company 
should not dispose of or transfer its fran- 
chise without further consent. from the 
Common Courcil, The report was. silent 
regarding the company’s affairs, - which 
the committee was especially directed to investi- 
gate and reportupon. The moment the report had 
been read by the reading clerk—so hastily that no- 
body could tell what the report contained—Presi- 
dent Reilly announeed that the question was on 
the adoption of the resolution, and directed the 
Clerk to eall the roll. Alderman Wells had tried to 
make a motion, but the President would not listen 
to him until the roll was ordered, and then 
he ruled that the Alderman could not talk 
until his name was reached on the call 
of the roll. Under this ruling the call went 
on, and President Reilly led off with a vote 
in the affirmative. When Alderman 0O’Con- 
nor’s name was called, that gentleman protested 
earnestly against the giving away of so ysluable a 
franchise without giving the Aldermen a chance to 
debate the matter, and without giving them an op- 
portunity te find out what the company wes end 
just what the provisions of the franchise were. 
He was in favor of putting telegraph wires under 
ground, but it should be done by some general 
law, so worded that one corporation could not get 
privileges to the exclusion of other corperations. 
Alderman Wells called the attention of his col- 
leagues to the fact thet when the scheme was be- 
fore the beard in January it was denouneed by 
members on both sides of the house. - The Com- 
mittee on Ferries and Franchises had utterly 
failed to do as it was requested to do, and 
the Aldermen kad no information about the 
Electric Lines Cempany except that obtained from 
the press, and that was certainly not in the com- 
pany’s favor. The City could net proceed too rap- 
idly to put telegraph wires under ground, but the 
speaker did not propose to submit quietly te hav- 
ing such a scheme rushed through in such a shape. 
It was sprung on the board without any chance 
for the members to investigate the matter. Mr. 
wells remarked that he understood a card had 
been circulated by interested persons bearing the 
names of certain men, but there was no evidenee 
that the names were rightfully used, and he had 
been told that some of these men had never been 
eonsulted as to the use of their names. It was 
very strange, to say the least, that the Alder- 
men were asked to put such a scheme througn 
without any information being given. Mr. Wells 
closed his speech with an emphatic “no” against 
the franchise. Somebody insisted that the names 
of “‘absentees’’ should be called, and Alderman 
Cochrane voted for the franchise, saying that 
under the streets of the City there was a mine of 
wealth which speculators intended to get fer them- 
selves. He did not think the etreets should be 
given to every applicant, and those who wanted 
them should be made to pay well forthem. He 
should vote for the franchise, however, because of 
the 2 per cent. clause and that making the fran- 
chise not transferable. Alderman Fitzpatrick, who 
had denounced the scheme when it was before 
the board in January, said that now he would 
vote for it because the company was te pay 
the City 2 per cent. of its gross receipts. This 
was compensation enough. If the company should 
receive as much from telegraph companies as the 
elevated railroads now received the 2 per cent. 
would be equal to pod sa cent. of its net profits, 
while the elevated roads only paid the City 5 per 
cent. of their net prefits. So he voted ‘‘aye.” 
Alderman Sheehy, who had voted against the 
franchise, changed his vote to the affirmative, and 
then the scheme was declared carried by a vote of 
21to%’. The Aldermen who opposed the scheme 
were Messrs. Grant, O'Connor, and Wells. 

As soon asthe vote was announced Alderman 
Grant moved to reconsider the resolution for the 
purpose of amending it by inserting the words “ or 
which shall hereafter be” 
“heretofore” and ‘“‘onacted’’ in the clause provid- 
ing for payment fortrench excavated. Only Mr. 
O’Connor and Mr. Wells voted to reconsider, and 
the putting throngh of the scheme was ac- 


complished.

ROBERT G. M CORD IN OFFICE. 
JOHN KELLY MAKES HIM EXCISE COMMIS- 
SIONER IN GRATITUDE TO JOHN J. O'BRIEN. 

As soon as the minutes had been read in yes- 
terday’s session of the Board of Aldermen, Presi- 
dent Reilly announced a communication from the 
Mayor, which proved to be the resignation of Ex- 
cise Commissioner Friedsam. : Following on the 
heels of thisdocument was another communica- 
tion nominating Robert |G. McCord, a‘ well- 
known local machine « Republican, . to « fill 
Mr. Friedsam’s unexpired term. To most : of 
the ‘ ousiders this was’ eomplete — surprise, 


but the Aldermen had evidently been informed of 
what was coming, for without any fuss the nomi- 
nation was promptly confirmed by a unarzimous 
vote, John Kelly's fellowers, County Democrats, 
and Republicans all voting for Mr. McCord. Com- 
missioner MeCerd’s term will expire on May 1. 
His successor must be nominated by the Mayor on 
the first Monday in April. The fact that Mr. Me- 
Cord was nominated by a Democratic Mayor and 
confirmed by a Democratic Beard of Aldermen 
was generally regarded yesterday as evidence 
thaha deal or bargain of some kind had been 
made between the leaders of the various fae- 
tions. The Demecratic Aldermen said they voted 
for McCord because they thought the Republicans 
were entitled to the place, as Friedsam was a Re- 
pubdliean. The story most generally heard yester- 
day was to the effect that John J. O’Brien had 
secured John Keliv’s support for MeCord as a re- 
turn for past favors received by Kelly at O’Brien’s 
hands, and, of course, if Kelly ordered. the con- 
firmation of McCord that was enough. It was 
also related among City Hall politicians that be- 
fore he resigned Mr. Friedsam had an interview 
with Mayor Edson, at which it was arranged 
that the man named by the. O’Brien 
ciigue should be nominated in Mr. Fried- 
sam’s place. It is generally believed that 
Mr. McCord will be renominated next month. 
“All there is about McCord’s nomination,” said a 
well-known Tammany man, yesterday, *‘is this: 
John Kelly owes Johnnie O’Brien a debt of grati- 
tude for O’Brien’s course in staying in the race for 
the County Clerkship last Fall. That course gave 
Kelly the Mayor and all the other offices. If 
O’Brien had kept out the citizens’ tieket would 
have been elected from top to bottom. It is enly

Subsequently he, a 
ey was given a clerkship in the Fourth 
Judicial Court by Justice Dinkel, a Democrat, in 
consequence of a well-known bargain. This office he 
resigned when Justice Alfred Steckler was elected 
in that district. Since then he kas not held any 
political offiee. but has been regarded as an active 
worker in the interest of Johan J. O’Brien and he 
was his constant companion during the political 
campaign of last year. Among Mr. McCord’s polit- 
ical friends and assocjates are Thomas Sullivan, 
Barney O’Rourke, the liquor-deuler of Forsyth- 
street; ‘‘Pat” Hickey, who keeps several liquor 
places in Canal-street, and Gully, the liquor-dealer 
of Rivingten-street.

LYNCHED IN JAIL. 
THE TERRIBLE. PUNISHMENT OF JESSRANG, 
THE MONTANA MURDERER. 


T. PavuL, March 13.—Monrtana mails bring 
an aecount of the lynehing last week of John A. 
Jessrang for the murder of Charles Davidson, last 
Winter. « The particulars of the atrocious murder 
and eremation of Davidson, the subsequent arrest 
of Jessrang, the unsuecessful attempt by the citi- 
zens of Beaver Head County te extort a confes- 
sion from him by hanging him five times, the am- 
putation of his feet, which were frozen while ate 
tempting to escape, his appearance in court, and 
the continuance ef his case till the next term were 
received here at the time and telegraphed to Tus 


Tres. The Montana letter of last Thursday sa 
the law firm retained to defend Jessrang recently 
had occasion to write to him, and this morning, om 
going to the Post Office, one of the firm was 
nota little surprised at receiving the same lettet 
he had sent. It was unepened. and across one o! 
the front corners were the laconic but startling 
words: “Hanged last night.” Subsequent inves 
tigation confirmed the truth of the informatio 
received in so novela manner. On Tuesday night * 
a body ef determined men, armed and masked, 
entered the front room of the jail, overpowered tha 
jailer, and secured the keys. Entering Jessrang’s 
cell, they shackled his hands behind him, placed 
one end of a rope around his neck and the other 
end over the upper bar of the fron railing and then, 
with a united pull jerked him out of bed into the’ 
next world. While being dragged across the floor 
his trousers came off, more plainly ex gz his 
bandaged and bleeding feot. The dim flicker ofa 
solitary lamp lent a ghostly aspect te the scene, 
Jessrang showed wonderful nerve. Not a com: 
plaint or murmur of pain escaped from his } meme 
lips. He was buried yesterday, about half a dozen 
citizens following his bedy to the grave. There 
can be little doubt that Jessrang was cuilty of 
crime with which he was charged. He ledaw 
life on the frontier, though he was respectably 
connected. His father has been a resident of St. 
Paul for several years, and Jessrang is well knowg

IVES, BEECHER & CO. EMBARRASSED—LIA- 
Brurrms anove $400,000-—-HUMPHREY 
& CO.’s AND OTHER SCHEDULES. 
fves, Beecher & Co., wholesale dealers in 
whisky, wines, and other liquers at No. 98 Front 
street have suspended. The house is one of the 
oldest in the City, and has been widely known 
throughout the ceuntry for many years. The firm 
bas made an assignment to W. J, Osborn, a lawyer, 
whose Office is at No. 55 Pine-street. Preferences 
are given to the following creditors in the order 
named: Sazerac de Forge et Fils, of Angouleme, 
France; F. W. Cezens & Co., of Jerez, Spain; J. 
Girardeau. ef La Rochelle, France; James Latimer, 
of St. Croix, Danish West Indices; Alexander Flem- 
ing, of St. Croix, and the Bank of New-York Na- 
tiena) Banking Association. The sums due their 
creditors are not stated. The other preferences 
are: Merchants’ National Bank, $25,000, and Messrs. 
Platt & Woodward, $48,000, The last mentioned 
two creditors are preferred above all others, for 
the assignment provides that if the assets of the in- 
solyent firm are not suflicient to diseharge in full 
allthe debts mentioned the Merchants’ National 
Bank and Platt & Woodward shall be paid in 
full and the others pro rata. The liabill- 
ties are estimated at between $400,000 to $500,000. 
The assets consist of a large quantity of whisky in 
bond and a eonsiderable stock of wines and bran- 
dies. The firm is now composed of F. E. Ives, J. 8. 
Beecher, C. A. Tuttle, and P. C. Burke, and was 
organized in October, 1855, under the name of Ives, 


Beecher & Co. At that time the three first named 
gentlemen cemprised the firm; afew years after- 
ward Mr. Burke, who was formerly its book- 
keeper, was admitted to partnership. Mr. 
Tves was the financial manager and Mr. 
attended to the sales interests. 
ears the firm has occupied the 
resent uilding at No. 98 Front-street. 
e business carried en was mainly in whisky, 
gins. and brandies, although at one time the firm 
dealt largely intea. Of late it did a large import- 
ing business in wines from Portugal. France, and 
Spain. Since its organization it did a 
large business until within the past two years. 
Tts r was largely held by banks, and was ne- 
20 by Platt & Woodward. Lately there was 
some difficulty experienced in selling its paper on 
account of the stringency of the market and the 
eral depression in the whisky trade. The firm’s 
account was small, not reaching over $50,000, 
and their indebtedness was mostly on foreign trans- 
actions. The credit of the firm was reported good 
at Bradstreet’s until Jan. 1 of this z 
wn that the house was a large holder of whisky, 
t it was thought it could teke care of all its hold- 
ings spite of the depressed condition of the 
market. 


Mr. Beecher, one of the partners of the firm, 
paid yesterday that the cause of the failure was 
owing chiefiy to the bad business last year. The 
members of the firm, finding that they were losing 
money right along owing to the depreciation in 
pri thought it better to liquidate at the present 
ethan to go on too long when tke failure 
would probably be more disastrous. Throughout 
the country, Mr. Beecher said. there had been a 

eral feeling of uncertainty for a long time. 
er since Congress had been in session there had 
na heavy depression in the whisky trade, and 
ey were large holders of whisky, and the failure 
of Cengress te the bonded extension whisky 
bill had affecte the trade greatly, and besides the 
stringency of the money market had also affected 
_them. The depreciation and shrinkage had been 
very large, and they determined to —_ at once 
ont pay their debts as far as they could. If the 
bonded extension bill had passed, Mr. Beecher 
said. the firm would have felt different, and prob- 
abiy would have not gone under. 

“Then the failure is due to the non-passage of 
the Whisky bill?’ ; 

“ Yes, you can say it was, for had it passed with- 
out doubt we should have kept on.” r. Beecher 
said that the firm did not owe a dollar for goods. 
Their indebtedwess was mestly to banks. The 
house made the assignment voluntarily, and was 
pot pressed by asingie creditor. He did not knew 
what the firm would do in the future. 

Mr. Beecher is a part owner of the firm of J. M. 
Atherton & Co., distillers, of Louisville, Ky., in 
which, it issaid, he has nearly $200,000 invested. 
The paid-up capital of the latter firm is stated to 
be $500,000, and their indebtedness on Jan. 1 only 

000. Mr. Beecher’s interest in the firm of Ives, 
echer & Co, is said to be 35 per cent. He has 
been ill for the past three months, and the failure 
of Ives, Beecher & Co. isa severe blowtohim. A 
large number of friends in the trade stopped in 
yesterday to pathize with the members of the 
embarrassed firm and express their hopes that 
things would come out in goodshape. All testified 
to the good etanding of the house. It was not 
thought that any other house would be affected by 
the failure. 

The suspension of Blossom, Hayne & Co., naval 
stores merchants, of No. 164 Front-street, was much 
commented upon yesterday in the trade, and sey- 
eral rumors in regard to the eause of their suspen- 
sion were in circulation, but they were emphatically 
denied by some of their creditors. Mr, Badgley, of 
Dedsiey & Mead, note brokers, at No. 72 Wall-street, 
who sold the firm’s paper, said the amount of paper 
out was about $120,000, and that no definite offer 
of settlement had yet been made. President Fish, 
of the Marine National sank, said the bank was a 
creditor for $10,000, and did not know how the 
affairs stood as he bad not attended the meetin 
of crediters.

THE PASSION IS A PLAY, BUT WAS NOT 


PRESENTED TO THE PUBLIC. 

The Court of Special Sessions, presided over 
by Polices Justices Ford, Smith, and Kilbreth, oe- 
eupied itself yesterday with the case ef Salm! 
Morse, who was held by Justice Duffy on acharge 
of misdemeanor in exhibiting the Passion Play in his 
alleged “shrine” in West Twenty-third-street, on 
the 24th of last month. Mr. Morse was represented 
by the men-with-a-voice, and Corporation Counsel 
Andrews appeared as prosecutor on the part of the 
people. Pontius Pilate, Salome, the dancing-girl, 


and a few mothers of the innocents were the only 
members of the Passion cast present in court. The 
martyr himself occupied a position during the trial 
near the bar of justice, and leaned his head upon 
his hands with an expression of utter hopelessness 
and abject misery on his countenance which would 
have made a creditable frontispiece to Fox's able 
work on the species. Mr. Andrews read the com- 

laint, and said that Morse’s subterfuge of produc- 
ee a dress rehearsal and calling it a private theat- 
rical entertaiment in a private residence was 
merely a pretense. The premises in West Twenty- 
third-street were not a private residence, neither 
was the theatrical entertainment private. It was 
an exhibition to the public. The Corporation 
Counsel then reviewed the history of the case, 
dwelling upon the applications for a license to 
Mayors Grace and Edson, and the application to 
Judge Ingraham for a mandamus. 

The mar-with-a-voice moved that the evidence of 
what occurred before the Mayor and Judge Ingra- 
ham be stricken out, asthe only questions at issue 
were whether the Passion was a play and whether it 
was exhibited to the public as a play withouta 
license. The court denied the motion. Mr. Andrews 
then put four youths upon the stand, one after the 
other, each of whom testified that he attended the 

erformance of the og ey Piay on the evening of 

‘eb. 24; that he went by invitation, and that he 

did not pay an admission fee. Inspector Thorne 
was then sworn. He testified that he was also 
present upon that momentous occasion. He ob- 
tained mission also by means of an invitation, 
put he went in an official capacity. In response to 
the questions of the counsel for the defense, he 
said that he saw a big oburch organ on the 
front of the stage which formed a part of it. 
He was asked whether he noticed that there were 
no flies or wings, as in ordinary theatres. He said 
that he did not notice any flies, but that there were 
wings, at which the man-with-a-voice was grieved, 
and said that he bad knewn Mr. Thorne too long to 
believe that he would make a misstatement, but that 
he was eertainly mistaken—there were no wings. 
Mr. Thorne was next asked if the interior of the 
theatre was not modeled after the Temple of 
Judea. He wasa little misty on this point, and 
confessed that his knowledge of the Temple was 
extremely limited. He testified that there were 
no boxes in the theatre, and no coloring, paint, or 
pietures in the auditoriam. To Mr. Andrews he 
said that there were foot-lights, an orehestra, eur- 
tain, and all the ordinary properties of a theatre. 

The man-with-a-voice now moved that the com- 
plaint be dismissed. It charged that Mr. Morse did 
at his theatre in West T'wenty-third-street exhibit 
to the public a play or dramatic performanee 

without haying obtained from the Mayorof the 

City a license for said performance. He moveda 
dismissal on the Ent that the Corporation 
Counsel had failed to prove that Mr. Morse ex- 
hibited a play or dramatic performance; that he 

had failed to prove that the exhibition was to the 

ublic, and that it was in proof that what was ex- 

Ribited and every line uttered and everything 

that took place was of a religious character. It 

was then about dinner-time, and the court remarked 

that as they wished to confer together about the 

evidence, there would be a recess for three-quar- 

ters of an hour. 

When the ‘court reassembled Mr. Andrews pre- 
sented the prosecutor’s side of the case. Mr. 
Morse’s action was, he said, a violation of the 
laws and of the commen sentiment of mankind. 
He prepdosed to picture upon a public stage the 
trials and sorrows of Him whom all Christian na- 
tions believed to be the very Son of God—and he 
proposed to do this for money. The subterfuge of 
a dress rehearsal was a mere preliminary skirmish, 
and the real object was to make money by the pro- 
duction of the Passion Play. Mr. Morse had said, 
the Corporation Counsel continued, that ke did not 
think it was necessary to obtain a license to pro- 
duce the Passion Play. If this was the case, why did 
he apply to two Mayors for a license? The builaing 
in which the play was to be represented wasa 
theatre, with all the appurtenances ef a theatre, and 
he considered Mr. Morse’s action one of the most 
impudent attempts to evade the law and outrage 
public opinion ever recorded, The man-with-a-voice 
then mace another blatant appeal te the Justices 
on behalf of his client. He beat the table; he 
stamped his feet; he threatened, implored, and 
importuned, and sank into his chair exhausted. 
Then Justice Smith announced the decision of the 
court. “‘thereisno deubt inthe minds of the 
court,” he said, ‘“‘that this production is a 
play; but we find that it was not presented te the 

ubiie and the cemplaint is therefore dismissed.” 

ustice Kilbreth dissented from the decision of his 
fellow-Justices. He said taatto his mind the ex- 
hibition was within the meaning of the statute, 
and he explained his position elaborately. Mean- 
while Mr. Morse wes enthusiastically shaking 
hands with his counsel and friends. Toa Times 
reporter he said that he should inform his people 
at once of the court's decision, ang should present 
another dress rehearsal within a week at his Tem- 

le. He had no doubt, he said, that he should 

able to produee the play before the publicin a

P. §. BAILEY TELLING HOW HE PARTED WITH 
HIS MONEY. 

Isaac Pemberton, Charles White, and Lo- 
renzo Pollastrini were arrested yesterday by Officer 
Simmons, of the Essex Market Police Court, on a 
charge of conspiring with four other men to de- 
fraud P. S. Bailey, residing at No.12 East Nine- 
teenth-street, of $10,200. The affidavit on which 
the order of arrest was based recited at length the 
innocent way in which the complainant had parted 
with his money. On July 10, 1881, he answered an 
advertisement asking for a loan of $500 for 30 days, 
for whieh a liberal bonus would be given. 


He was called on by a man giving the name of 
Philip Clarke, dealer in diamonds and jewelry, now 
said to be in Europe, who said he was willing to 
pay well for the loan of a little meney. A meeting 
was urranced for at his address, which was in the 
office of Isaac Pemperton's jewelry store, at No. 
775 Broadway, and the complainant made the loan, 
tuking some jewelry and pawn tickets as security. 
Ten days later he loaned Clarke $200 more, taking 
the same sort of security. When the money came 
due Clarke desired to pay the interest and retain 
the principal, which be was allowed to do. On 
Sept. 4, 1881, Clarke asked for aloan of $2,000 for 
90 days, but was acoommodated with $1,200. Mr. 
Pemberton indorsed Clarke’s business reputation, 
and said he sometimes breught as much 
as $20,000 worth of diamonds into thestore. Mr. 
Bailey, the affidavit went on to say, had his fears 
allayed by this indorsement. He was infermed 
by Clarke that pawnbrokers loaned only one-third 
or one-quarter the value of jeweiry, and thought 
the security wasample. He ascertained lator, ne 
deposed, that the jewelry was loaned up to its full 
vaine. On Sept. 19 Bailey leaned Clarke $1,500, 
taking as security a large diamond bracelet, which 
the latter said was worth $2,500, and on Oct. 30, 
$2,500, taking as security pawn tickets represent- 
ing asimilarsum, In Nevember Clarke told Bai- 
ley that if he wend lend Pollastrini $2,000 he could 
make $1,000 out%f a scheme in which Pollastrini 
was tnterested. Clarke raised the money and made 
the loan, taking as seeurity a diamord ring and a 
pawn ticket for a ring pawned for $500. Other 
sums were loaned by Bailey on various representa- 
tions, and the persons mentioned in the affidavit 
are charged with being in a conspiracy to defraud 
him out of these sums. About Jan. 3, 1883, Bailey 
was introduced by Maggie Grogan, a clerk in Mr. 
Pembertor’s office, to Charlies White, of No. 27 
Union-square, Room No. 10, and unbosemed his 
troubles to him. Mr. White offered to interest 
himself in the case, but Mr. Bailey thoncht he was 
also in the conspiracy to defrand him after he 
(Bailey) had given him $1,000 worth or diamonds 
and jewelry. 

When the case came before Justice Duffy. in 
Essex Market Potice Court. yesterday, counsel 
for the defense argued that there were proceed- 
ings in the Supreme Court, before Judge Lawrence, 
in the same matter, which should be first disposed 
of. Justice Duffy theught the ease should be 
thoroughly examined. As Pollastrini was already 
under $2,000 bail in the higher sourt he would hold 
the charge against him in abeyance. Counsel! for 
Pemberton promised to produce him at the exami- 
nation set down for Monaay morning next, at Jef- 
ferson Market Police Court, and White gave $2, 
bail for his appearance.

THE TRAMP QUESTION IN WESTCHESTER. 

The Westchester County Grand Jury, con- 
vened at a Court of Oyerand Terminer in pursu- 
ance of the recent charge of Justice J. 0. Dyk- 
man, to make inquiry in regard to the tramps and 
vagrants confined in the County Jail, yesterday 
made 2 presentment, showing that many had been 
committed without certificates of conviction, 


Vagrants are sent from Rye, Greenburg. Cort- 
landt, and Mount Pleasant ata cost of from $7 35 
to $7 50. The 367 cases covered by the present- 
ment cost the four towns $1,575 55. Tho cost of 
maintaining these persons in the jail is $3 per 
week eaeh, and the average time of confinement 
is 40 days. The total loss to the tax-payers of 
Westchester County in the last three months has 
been £8,856. Had they been sont to the Kings 
County Penitentiary they would have cost $7,059 50, 
divided between county and towns. Sent to the 
State Alms-house they would have cost the town 


aud the county nothing for board and transporte- | 


tion. The Grand Jury finds that the Justices who 

have committed these vagrants have violated the 

law and should be held accountable therefor.

COMMENTS ON THE BILL JUST PASSED BY 


THE LEGISLATURE. 


The views of several of the leading .cigar 
manufacturers of this City were obtained yester- 
day upon the effect which is likely to be produced 
upon the trade by the passage of the Tenement- 
house bili which has just become alaw. The most 
contradictory opinions were exrressed, those man- 
ufacturers who are interested in tenement-housse 
cigar-making declaring that the effect of the law 
weuld be to injuro the cigar trade in New-York 
by compelling dealers in other parts of the Union 


to go elsewhere for acertain class of goods, while 
other cigar-makers who do not employ tene- 
ment-house work were vigerous in their de- 
nunciation of its methods and said that it would be 
a@ great advantage to the New-York trade that the 
tenement-house manufacturers should be driven 
elsewhere, since many dealers would not buy cigars 
from New-York lest they should be of tenement- 
house make. The tenement-house manufacturers 
said that the workmen greatly preferred to live at 
home where they could be with their families, and 
by working together make $18 to $30 a week, 
rather than to go into factories where they make 
less money, work mere hours, and lead a hard life. 

Mr. Louis Haaf, of Kerbs & Spiess, who have 
their factory at Fifty-fourth-street and Second- 
avenue and employ tenement-house labor, said 
that the passage of the bill came hardest upon the 
working people in the tenement-houses. Five or 
six hundred families would be threwn out of em- 
ployment. It would not raise the price of cheap 
cigars, but its effect would be to drive the manu- 
facturers away to New-Jersey, Breoklyn, and 
Pennsylvania, and to help small makers in Penn- 
sylvania and elsewhere. Hundreds of families 
would apply for work at the factories, and thus 
cheapen factery labor. 

Mr. Charles Straiton. of the firm of Straiton & 
Storm, was found at his faotory, No. 208 East 
Twenty-seventh-street. ** This will be a great boon 
to the City,” said Mr. Straiton. “A large class of 
dealers will not buy New-York cigars lest they get 
those of tenement make. I think that this class of 
trade will now ceme tous. They speak of moving 
to Jersey City and Brooklyn. I don’t believe they 
will do anything of the kind. They won’t give 
licenses to devote ‘houses to cigar-making outside of 
New-York. The result of the passage of this law 
will be merely that those makers who now employ 
tenement work will be on an equal footing with 
os manufacturers who, like ourselves, do not use 

At the factory of Bondy, Lederer & Co., Nos. 96 
to 110 Attorney-street, much the same opinions 
were given as had been expressed by Mr. Haaf— 
that New-York would lose a portion of her trade, 
that the workmen would suffer, and that the effect 
would be generally damaging to the trade. They 
bad net as yet decided what they should do, since 
the signing of the bill was a great surprise. 

Dinagfelder & Libko, of No. 39 Fulton-street, said 
that the law was the best thing ever passed. The 
result would be that the tenement-house manu- 
facturers would be driven elsewhere, and small 
dealers would profit. 

Mr. 8. Jacoby, of Jacoby & Co., No. 200 Chatham- 
square. said: **I do not think the passage of the 
bill will make any change; the margufacturers will 
simply move away to Jersey City or elsewhere. I 
do not think the tenement system a bad one nor 
damaging to the trade.”

CLOSE OF THE CASE FOR THE PROSECUTION 
—THE DEFENSE OPENED. 

The trial of Alexander Jefferson for the 
murder of Emma Jackson and Henry Hicks in 
Mrs. Jackson’s shanty on Crow Hill, near the peni- 
tentiary, was continued yesterday in the Kings 
County Court of Sessions before Judge Moore. 
Annie Jackson on cross-examination admitted 
that she had lived with the prisoner ashis wife, 
although she was not married to him, and that he 


had on several oceasions exhibited jealousy when 
he saw her speaking to other men. Capt. Foulke, 
of the Twelfth Precinct, testified to a conver- 
sation he had had with Alexander Jeffer- 
son after kis arrest, in which the  ac- 
cused man said that he intended when 
he fired through the windew of the shaaty to kill 
his brother Celestial, but that Hicks raised his 
head and received the shot intended fer Celestial. 
The letters found on Jefferzen, in which he set 
forth how and when he intended to murder his 
brother and Annie Jackson, were put in evidence. 
Capt. Foulke testified that Jefferson told him that 
the letters were not written to be sent to any per- 
son, but in order that they might be found en him. 
The prosecution having rested, Mr. George Elliott 
opened for the defense. Severa) witnesses were 
called, who testified that Jeffersen was of weak 
mind. Dr. G.D. Dady gave it as his opinion that 
Jefferson was unconscious when he committed the 
murders, but admitted on cross-examination that 
the prisoner gaveaclear statement of his move- 
ments on the night of the murder. The case will 
be continued to-day. When the prosecution 
sought to put in proef of the death 
of Emma Jaekson and Henry Hicks the fact came 
to light that no autopsy had been made and thata 
certificate of death had been obtained from the 
Coroner’s office, although neither of the Coroners 
had seen the bedies or ordered any post mortem 
examination. By direction of Distriet Attorney 
Catiim the bodies were exhumed yesterday and the 
necessary legal proof of death secured.

MRS. MORDAUNT’S PROMISE. 

An unexpected conclusion was reached yes- 
terday, in Essex Market Police Court, in the case 
of Miss Laura H. Wallace against Mrs. Frank Mor- 
daunt for assault and battery. Mr. Barnard, coun- 
sel for Mrs. Mordaunt, said that through mutual 
friends it had beeome possible to arrive at an ami- 
eable adjustment of the matter, with the permis- 
sion of the court, but he preferred that the terms 


should come from the other side. Mr. Stiner said 
for Miss Wallace that she bore Mrs. Mordaunt no 
ill-feeling, and was willing to accept an assurance 
trom Mrs. Mordaunt that she would not 
molest her in any way. Mr. Barnard 
said his client was a woman of high 
nervous temperament who had suffered severely 
in her domeatic life. She had certain information 
by which she was led to suspect aa intimacy be- 
tween the complainant and her husband. Counsel 
expressed regret on behalf of Mrs. Mordaunt that 
she had been guilty of a breach of the peace. She 
would seek throuch the jurisdiction of a higher 
court the equity which the merit ef her case would 
grant her. The counse! asked that the case be 
withdrawn and the dofesdant be allowed to 
depart, ‘“‘a creature more sinned against 
than sinning.” Mrs. Mordaunt’s handker 
chief was pressed to her eyes several 
times, during the remarks of her counsel. 
Miss Wallace asked leave to say that if Mrs. Mor- 
daunt had suffered through the publieity of the 
case, she had suffered too. Her reputation had 
suffered throughout the country. Justice Duffy 
expressed his regret_and hoped they would never 
have to appear in a Police Courtagain. He asked 
Mrs. Mordaunt if she would promise not to molest 
Miss Wallace. ‘* There is not any danger of my 
doing so,” she replied, but Justice Duffy insisted on 
a promise, which she promptly gave, and the case 
was then dismissed.

Lieut.-Gov. Hr is evidently determined 
ho lend all the aid to the partisan schemes of 
the Democrats in the Senate that can be de- 
rived from extraordinary rulings of the 
Chair. If a certain ruling is needed to help 
on.their designs it is sure to be forthcoming 
regardless of all precedent or authority. 
No bill involving an. expenditure of 
money can pass unless a quorum 
sonsisting of ~ three-fifths of ‘ all the 
members chosen is present. No method is 
known to parliamentary law for ascertain- 
ing the presence of a quorum save that of 
calling the House and obtaining responses 
from the requisite number of members, but 
Mr. Hrt1, in the face of all precedent, un- 
dertook yesterday to revise parliamentary 
law by ruling that if the requisite number 
was visibly present that was enough, whether 
they responded or not. Accordingly, he de- 
vlared the Capitol Commission bill passed, 
although only 18 votes out of 32 were cast, 
all being in the affirmative. Though in de- 
fiance of uniform usage, this may possibly 
meet the requirements of the Constitution, 
as six silent Republicans were undeniably 
present, but the Lieutenant-Governor’s act 
will be judged by its spirit and purpose. At 
least one of the reform Mayors advanced to 
high State office last Fall has already proved 
¢ failure. 


It is one thing to avoid the blunder of over- 
legislation and another to shirk the respon- 
sibility of legislating at all. The adoption 
of the latter course by the Republican ma- 
jority of the State Senate of New-Jersey is 
an evidence not only of cowardice but of 
accessibility to still baser motives. If ‘‘ anti- 
monopoly”’ is to be the controlling issue of 
the next campaign in New-Jersey, it is 
purely a piece of partisan idiocy to evade 
the responsipility of a direet vote in favor 
of the railroad corporations by an adjourn- 
ment which will so crowd the last four days 
of the session as to leave but little chance 
for any vote on the bills which the railroad 
companies want to defeat. Skulking is 
the most fatal as well as the most 
contemptible of all tactics in political 
warfare, and the ill-advised evasion of 
duty by the Republican Senators at Tren- 

ton has simply put a new weapon 
in the hands of their adversaries. It will 
be plausibly argued that no more convincing 
demonstration could have been given of the 
power of the railroad mononolists than their 


success in compelling a body of presumably 
reputable men to desert the places they were 
elected to fill lest they should be called on to 
make their choice between the rights of the 
people and the vested interests of corpora- 
grown rich at the public ex- 


tions that have 
pense. 


Notwithstanding the enormous scandal 
of the steam-heating jobs, the Board of Al- 
dermen go right on with their unwarrania- 
ble leasing of the public streets to every irre- 
sponsible applicant. The New-York Elec- 
tric Lines Company, as this latest beggar for 
official favors calls itself, asked for ex- 
clusive rights in the matter of laying 
wires under the streets, some weeks 
since. There was no satisfactory exposition 
given as to the financial responsibility of 
the concern, and no reply was made to the 
broad intimation that the ‘‘ company’’ might 
be organized for the purpose of securing an 
exclusive franchise which could be sold here- 
after to other parties. The Committee on 
Ferries and Franchises was ordered to 
take the proposition and report upon 
the points about which information 
is required before intelligent legislation 
can be had. The committee has done 
nothing of the sort, but has reported back 
the scheme with favorable recommendation. 
Thereupon the matter was yesterday rushed 
through the board with suspicious haste, 
and thus one more private corporation has 
acquired the right to tear up the public 
streets. 


The news that Mr. Patrick EcAn, Treas- 
urer of the Land League, has sought the 
refuge which this hospitable Republic so 
freely grants to the oppressed of all nations 
will be read with surprise and possible cha- 
grin by the authorities of her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment. Mr. Ean is in the flour business. 
He comes primarily ‘‘in connection with 
the business of my [his] firm in Dublin,” but 
he was in some degree moved to undertake the 
voyage by the request of Mr. SHeRipaNn 
that he should come over and give evidence 
in the extradition proceedings now, or late- 
ly, pending against that gentleman, and by 
urgent letters from Mr. Mooney, President 
of the American Land League. It was no 
doubt a wise thing for Mr. Ecan to do. 
He will be more comfortable here than 
in Dublin, and there are thousands 
of his countrymen and countrywomen 
in America who are anxious to question him 
somewhat closely as to the use he made of 
the Land League funds. He denies, of 
course, that any part of the money in his 
hands was spent in aiding conspira- 
cies to murder English officials. This 
was to be expected, but Mr, Ecan 
must not expect people to ac- 
cept his unsupported word. The Land 
League will never be vindicated until] an ex- 
amination of its accounts has shown just 
where the money did go. Mr. Eaan can 
not clear himself or the League of damag- 
ing suspicions by abuse of the Castle offi- 
cials or reckless talk about jury-packing in 
Dublin. 


The Commissioner of Public Works, Mr. 
Hvusert O. Toompson, was charged before 
the Mayor yesterday with very serious eva- 
sions and violations of law. A committee 
of the Council of Political Reform laid be- 
fore Mr. Epson a detailed account of vari- 
ous private orders given by Mr. THompson 
for work which ought to have been con- 
tracted for with the lowest bidder after due 
advertisement. The law requires that work 
or materials amounting to more than $1,000 
must be procured under contract. The com- 
mittee charge that to get around this require- 
ment private orders for less than $1,000 each 
have been issued by Mr. ToHompson. These 
orders were frequently made within a few 
days of each other, sometimes even on the 
same day, and for work of a continuous 
character. The committee specify orders 
amounting in all to $327,190, which they 
say are shown by the vouchers of the Con- 
troller’s department to be evasions of the 
law. The prices, they say, allowed in these 
orders were from 20 per cent. to 100 per 
cent. higher than could have been obtained 
from properly made contracts. They also 
allege that on four contracts for a total of 
$71,079, $109,367 has already been paid, 
and that the accounts are not yet all closed. 








HOW THE MACHINE WORKS. 

Local politicians of all stripes appear to 

be recognizing the fact that Jonn KELLY 
and Tammany Hall owe their return to the 
control of the Municipal Administration to 
Mr, Joun J. O’Brien, who now occupies 
the position of Chairman of the Republi- 
can Central Committee * of the + City. 
The fact that he occupies that po- 
sition is a sufficient evidence that 
the ‘‘ machine’’ known as the Republican 
organization works in entire harmony with 
the other local machines for the distribution 
of patronage. It claims and gets its share 
and in return it does its part of the work of 
keeping the trading politicians in control. 
The Thirteenth Assembly District Associa- 
tion, which has reform tendencies that crop 
out now and then, adopted a resolution the 
other night asking one of its delegates 
to the Central Committee to resign that 
position because he had voted for Mr. 
O’Brien for Chairman after being in- 
structed to vote for Mr. Isaac Dayton. 
Judge GARDNER, in supporting that reso- 
lution, gave it as his opinion that the Citi- 
zens’ ticket would have been elected last 
Fall if Mr. O’Brren had not insisted on 
running for County Clerk. He believed 
that the Republican Party had suffered a 
severe blow from O’Brren’s action and the 
manner in which the canvass was conducted. 
There has never been any doubt of this in 
the minds of the large majority of the Re- 
publicans of the City who are not members 
of the associations, but evidently the inter- 
ests of the local machine are not those of 
the Republican Party of the City, for the 
former sustained O’Brien and made him 
Chairman of its Central Committee. 

Another conspicuous acknowledgment of 
Mr. O’BRIEN’s service to Tammany ap- 
peared yesterday in the appointment of Mr. 
Rosert G. McCorp to succeed Morris 
Frrepsam as Excise Commissioner. Mc- 
Corp’s sole title to political distinction is 
his service to the machine, and he wasa 
trusty and zealous lieutenant of O’Brien in 
his campaign of last Fall. Mr. Frrepsam 
having been appointed Collector of Internal 
Revenue by the President, the Mayor named 
McCorp as his successor, and the appoint- 
ment was promptly confirmed bv a unani- 
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mous vote of the Boa of Alderrfien. The ap- 
pointment seems to have been arranged with 
JoHN KELLY and his puppet, Mayor Epson, 
in advance, and there is no concealment 
among Tammany men that it was done for 
Joun O’Brien in recognition of his services 
last Fall. In view of all these facts there 
can be no doubt that O’Brren’s course in 
becoming a candidate for County Clerk and 
working with all his power and_ skill 
for tho defeat of the Citizens’ ticket 
had the deliberate purpose of keeping the 
City Government in the control of the ring 
of machine politicians. No doubt he would 
have preferred to have the Republican ele- 
ment predominate in the ring, but that be- 
ing impossible, Tammany control was bet- 
ter for his purposes than the defeat of the 
combination. Had the citizens prevailed 
over the machine his occupation would 
have been gone and his friends would have 
had no claim for patronage. 


It is altogether evident that the Republi- 
can organization of the City as represented 
in the district associations is in alliance with 
the Democratic machine dominated by Tam- 
many Hall, and hostile not only to the in- 
terests of the citizens of New-York, but to 
those of the Republican Party of the State. 
It isan incubus which will have to be shaken 
off before the party can have much hope of 
regaining power. Mr. Mrcwar, Creaay, in 
addressing a mecting of the Sixteenth As- 
sembly District Association the other night, 
said that he had no objection to ‘‘ respecta- 
ble Republicans’”’ joining, but the Fishes 
and Evartses of the district would not 
come in. Somebody, he said, had to take 
charge of the affairs of theassociation, Most 
Republicans fail to see any such necessity as 
the associations are now constituted. CrRE- 
Gan and his coworkers have made the rules of 
the associations and devised the pledges 
for membership, under which self-respecting 
Republicans will not come in. The few 
who have ventured in the hope of influenc- 
ing the action of the organization in the di- 
rection of liberality and honesty find them- 
selves powerless. They are suppressed when 
they disturb the harmony of boss control, 
and expelled when they refuse to yield to its 
authority, however unjustly exercised. 
Men of the O’Brien and McCord and Cre- 
gan order will consent to no reform of the 
organization which will disable them from 
managing its affairs and carrying out bar- 
gains with other machines for a distribution 
of the City spoils. 

The Republican organization of this City 
will not reform itself. In its present char- 
acter it is an injury to the party, and at the 
first opportunity the party should reform it 
out of existence. It does not include 
one in ten of the Republican voters 
of the City, and has neither their support 
nor their respect. It stands in the way of 
the effectiveness of the Republican vote. 
Moreover, in common with the other party 
machines, it is constantly working against 
the interests of the people of the City and 
helping to defeat the cause of good govern- 
ment. Ifthe citizens of New-York are ca- 
pable of self-government they must show it 
by uniting to overthrow the domination of 
the political machines, however they may be 
labeled. ‘These work together for the pro- 
motion of the selfish designs of their mana- 
agers regardless of the welfare of the City 
and its people. 


LEGISLATION BY CONFERENCE. 


The discovery in certain important bills 
that have become laws of sundry matters 
that were not intelligently acted upon by 
either branch of Congress has aroused in- 
quiry, It is evident that there has been 
a usurpation of legislative powers by com- 
mittees of conference. The dangerous 
tendency of Congress to relegate its most 
important functions to committees has fre- 
quently been commented on in these col- 
umns. In the House, particularly since its 
membership has become large and un- 
wieldy, the making of the laws (so far as 
the drafting and amendment of legislative 
schemes is concerned) is referred to the sev- 
eral committees, whose report is usually 
received without close examination. But it 
is, at least, logical that the House, having 
accepted and adopted the work of one of its 
committees, should thereby assume responsi- 
bility for that work. . A bill reported by the 
Committee of Commerce, for example, and 
passed by the House, becomes the act of the 
House, although only a small minority of 
the House may have undertaken to consider 
and vote intelligently upon the bill when it 
was put on its passage. But the case is far 
different when a bill is sent to a conference 
committee upon a disagreeing vote of the 
two houses of Congress. Nobody knows 
in what shape the bill in dispute will 
emerge from a conference committee. And, 
we must add, very few Congressmen know 
much about the bill when it does come from 
the committee. The members of each house 
only know that the conferees from the two 
houses have agreed upon a compromise. 
That agreement, which comes in the form 
of areport, is almost invariably agreed up- 
on; and there the matter ends. The ma- 
jority of members, especially if the report 
from the conference committee comes in 
during the last hours of a session, are im- 
patient of questionings concerning the de- 
tails of the compromise agreed upon. The 
net result is accepted in blind haste. The 
House or Senate presses on to other business. 

The inconsiderate haste with which im- 
portant legislation is thus huddled out of 
sight offers many opportunities for cor- 
ruption and conspiracy. Should five or six 
Congressmen, representing the Senate and 
the House, manage to get possession of an 
important bill in conference committee 
during the last hours of a session, they may, 
as experience proves, not only interpolate 
matters which neither house has considered, 
but they may inject into the bill provi- 
sions of law which, if submitted to 
vote, would overwhelmingly reject- 
ed by House and Senate. The dic- 
tum concerning conference committees 
reads as follows: ‘‘ It is not competent for 
a conference committee to consider matters 
or subjects not in dispute between the two 
houses; nor can the committee change the 
text of a bill to which both houses have 
agreed.’”” When the Army Appropriation 
bill had passed the House and the Senate 
there was a disagreement between the two 
houses as to certain amendments made by 
the Senate, and a conference committee was 
ordered. The committee consisted of Sen- 
atora Locan. Piums. and Ransom. and 
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Representatives BuTTeR ‘ornTH, Burrows, 
and Exuis. The committee agreed upon a 
report, which was adopted by both houses 
Wahout examination or explanation. - Yet 
the bill, as amended in conference commit- 
tee, contained new legislation, or ‘‘ matters 
not in dispute between the two houses.”’ 
The committee impudently inserted a clause 
providing for the appointment of Army offi- 
cers from civil life, although neither house 
had referred this matter, or anything like it, 
to the conferees for their consideration. The 
conferees might have just as well added to 
the Army Appropriation bill a clause abol- 
ishing the rank of Major-General or increas- 
ing the pay of Captain. In this case the 
action of the conference committee was the 
more alarming because their proceedings 
were, practically, secret and impossible of 
review. 

The action of the conference committee 
of ten to whom was referred the Tax and 
Tariff bill, which has been heretofore com- 
mented upon, was equally revolutionary 
and subversive of every principle of sound 
legislation. . That committee was composed 
of Senators MorriLt, SHeRMAN, ALDRICH, 
Bayarp, and Beck, and Representatives 
KELLEY, McKiniey, Hasket, RANDALL, 
and CARLISLE. As we have seen, confer- 
ence committees are ordered solely for the 
purpose of adjusting matters in dispute be- 
tween the two houses, and they may not 
touch matters already agreed upon; nor 
is there anything in law or precedent to au- 
thorize anything but a reconciliation of the 
differing views of the two houses, as ex- 
zressed in their legislative action. ‘‘It ison 
the .occasion of amendments between the 
houses that conferences are asked.”’ In the 
matter of the duty on iron ore, for example, 
both houses had agreed upon a duty of 50 
cents per ton. The conference committee 
deliberately increased this duty to 75 cents. 
On sheet-iron, the conference committee in- 
creased the duty over that agreed on by the 
House and Senate. The House insisted 
upon a duty of $15 per ton on steel rails; the 
Senate proposed a duty of $15 68 per ton; 
and the conference. committee, sent out 
to reconcile this ‘‘ disagreement,’ 
ported back a duty of. $19 _ per 
ton, In like manner, when the 
Senate demanded a duty of 30 per cent. on 
green glass bottles, and the House adhered 
to a duty of 35 per cent., the conference 
committee reported a duty of 66 per cent. 
These are only a few of the examples of the 
audacity with which a few men, sitting in 
a conference committee, disregarded and 
defied the express judgment of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives. 

The instances above noted, and others of a 
similar character, form a chapter of the 
abuses of power of which Congressmen 
have been guilty. The citizens of the 
Republic may well view » with ap- 
prehension a usurpation of - legislative 
functions which, if persisted in and 
encouraged, may yet introduce into our 
system of law-making elements of uncer- 
tainty and disintegration. The Forty- 
seventh Congress is defunct. Its members 
have escaped from all further responsibility. 
Some of the men to whom were committed 
during the closing days of Congress the task 
of reconciling the differences of the two 
houses have returned to private life. Their 
acts cannot officially be reviewed. They 
have done mischief. They might have 
done more. At any rate, they have shown 
how a corrupt and irresponsible cabal (called 
a conference committee) may originate new 
legislation, defy the power of House and 
Senate, and enact laws which a vast major- 
ity of Congress would, if allowed to look at, 
utterly reject and disown.

POLITICS AND THE NEW AQUE- 
DUCT. 


Public attention seems to have been di- 
rected much more to the fact that the May- 
or’s commission on the water supply have 
recommended anew aqueduct than to the 
manner in which they insist that the work 
must be done. And yet the necessity for 
anew aqueduct, though, under all the cir- 
cumstances, it may be regarded as proved, 
is by no means so imperative as is the neces- 
sity of building such an aqueduct honestly 
and economically. On _ this’ point the 
Commissioners express themselves briefly, 
taking it for. granted, perhaps, that 
the New-York public needs no argument on 
this subject. They urge that if the work be 
done it should be ‘‘ with the attention, en- 
ergy, and economy with which it would be 
done by private parties.”” And they recom- 
mend that it be placed in the hands of ‘‘a 
commission removed from partisan influ- 
ences, and from the vexations and extor- 
tions which often surround public work.”’ 

This is putting the case very mildly. . The 
work which the commission recommend 
they say would cost $15,000,000 or, if the 
storage reservoirs be included, $20,000,- 
000. This work would cost at least from 
$25,000,000 to $35,000,000, and might 
readily cost even more, if the work were 
to be done by the old-fashioned politicians’ 
methods; by the methods, for instance, 
which were used in building the Court- 
house, and which are charged by 
the Council of Political Reform to be still in 
use under Mr. Husert O. THompson, Com- 
missioner of Public Works. If these meth- 
ods were not corrupt they would still be 
wasteful. Money spent with only inci- 
dental reference to politics is in great part 
lost to the public Treasury. Those who get 
it regard themselves as having earned it by 
political influence, and they work by so 
much the less faithfully for the public. 
They hold themselves responsible to the 
politicians who give out the job, and not to 
the City Government. They expect to be 
heavily assessed to pay for the favors they 
enjoy, and they repay themselves for these 
assessments in their drafts on the Treasury. 
In addition to this, much of the money is 
carelessly expended. Contracts or employ- 
ment given for political reasons cannot be 
scrutinized as sharply as business men scru- 
tinize their work. Materials are wasted; 
time is lost; strict accountability is im- 
possible. 

But public work used as political pat- 
ronage is not only costly; in this City it 
must be invariably and inevitably corrupt 
and corrupting. The existence of a band of 
unscrupulous men who levy on such work 
for their own gain is notorious, and they 
have the means of taking a very large shure 
of the money furnished from the Treasury. 
It is the opinion of one of the most practi- 
cal and well informed of the gentlemen who 
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have recently investigated the cost of the 
new aqueduct that it would be mod- 
erate to estimate that that cost 
would be doubled by placing the work in 
the hands of the New-York politicians, and 
that, in fact, no limit can be safely put upon 
the probable cost under such circumstances, 
Nor can there be any limit predicted to the 
indirect corruption which would result from 
it. We believe that to give over such a 
gigantic enterprise to the greedy gang who 
have now so large a share in the City admin- 
istration of New-York would make any 
serious improvement in Municipal affairs 
practically hopeless for years to come. 

If the general recommendation of the 
Aqueduct Commission for the erection of 
the work is to be adopted, the tax-payers of 
the City should use every influence they can 
command to save it from the clutches of 
the politicians. We have no great confi- 
dence in the sensibility of the majority in 
the present Legislature to any such influence. 
They have shown themselves singularly indif- 
ferent to the opinion of the decent portion 
of the community. But that opinion ought 
to be felt by the Governor and by the more 
respectable prominent Democrats in the 
City and at Albany. No pains should be 
spared to make it felt. To turn over the 
new aqueduct to the spoilsmen of Tammany 
Hall and to their allies in the County 
Democracy, of whom Commissioner Tuomp- 
80N is one, would be nothing less than rob- 
bery. It would be the gravest injury and 
insult to the citizens who helped to give to 
Gov. CLEVELAND the enormous majority 
that he obtained in the City of New-York 
last Fall. It should be made clear to the 
Legislature that the men who pay the taxes 
in this City will not tamely submit to an out- 
rage of that kind, and to the Governor that 
he is relied upon, on the faith of his solemn 
pledges before and since his election, to pre- 
vent it.

BRITISH RULE 1N INDIA. 


Results ‘‘ serious beyond conception”’ are 
predicted in case the Dill giving native 
Judges in India jurisdiction of criminal pro- 
ceedings against Europeans in certain cases 
becomes a law. If we may believe the 
Calcutta correspondents of the London 
papers, the feeling of hostility to the bill is 
well-nigh universal among European resi- 
dents. The volunteers are declaring their in- 
tention to resign if the bill is passed, and 
one officer writes toa Calcutta newspaper 
to say that the men would be uncontrollable 
if one of their comrades should be tried and 
sentenced by a native Judge. The only 
supporters of the bill are found among the 
official Europeans and the natives. The 
former, being secure from criminal prosecu- 
tion, are influenced in their advocacy of the 
measure, it is hinted, by a desire to earn the 
favorable consideration of Lord Ruron, 
who has gone further than any 
preceding Viceroy in reforms tending 
to give the natives the advantages of local 
self-government and to put them on a more 
nearly equal footing with the Europeans. 
The Viceroy and his Council may take as 
little or as much notice as they please of the 
public meetings, the memorials of Chambers 
of Commerce, the excitement and alarm 
among the unofficial Europeans, and other 
public demonstrations against the bill; but 
as India is not a very safe place for radical 
legislative reforms or for experiments in 
government, the enactment of the bill may 
be looked on as extremely improbable. 

Mr. Justice StrepHen has recently given 
in the London Times a sketch of Indian crim- 
inal procedure, which makes the provisions 
of the bill intelligible. The criminal law of 
India has a double root—the ‘Mohammedan 
law and the law of England. The _na- 
tive law courts pay the most scrupu- 
lous regard to the personal _senti- 
ments, prejudices, and . social position 
of those who appear before them, as prison- 
ers or witnesses, so that there is, in effect, 
one law for Hindus and another for Mo- 
hammedans, one for high caste and another 
for low caste. This is, of course, wholly 
foreign to English ; law, but the English in 
India -have taken advantage of the native 
custom to set .upakind of extra territori-. 
ality «for. themselves. - Going a * little 
further in this direction than the Eu- 
ropean Consular courts’ of Turkey, 
Egypt, China, and. Japan, they have 
hitherto confined jurisdiction in proceedings 
against their own_race to the English 
Judges of the High Courts, the Sessions’ 
Courts, and English’ district magistrates of 
the first class. This‘ distinction, so exactly 
contrary to the English principle that’ all 
men are equal before the law, is justified by 
the other equally .broad English principle 
that a man _ should be tried by 
his peers. The native Judges 4 are 
not, and never: can. be, the » peers 
of the English in India, for they neither 
understand the language nor the feelings of 
Englishmen and are naturally liable to the 
bias of race prejudice. . But, as might be 
expected, this system works a gross injustice 
to the natives. The courts which have 
power to try Europeans are in the cities and 
other centres of European life. For the of- 
fenses which Europeans commit in the re- 
mote districts the natives have no redress, 
as it would cost too much to prosecute 
in Calcutta an Englishman who had 
beaten or robbed a manin Assam. Justice 
STEPHEN, who was the legal member of 
the Council when the Criminal Code was 
amended in 1872, admits that it was ‘‘ both 
a grievafice and a scandal that the large 
and increasing European population estab- 
lished in various parts of the country should 
practically enjoy impunity for nearly all 
their crimes.”’ 

The bill now before the Council of India 
was introduced by one of its members, Mr. 
C. P. Inpert, to ‘‘ sweep away an anomaly 
of the law which allows the appointment of 
a native Judge in Calcutta and forbids it in 
the outlying districts.’ The bill leaves the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts 
over all graver offenses untouched, but gives 
a native Sessions Judge or native magistrate 
the right to try Europeans for certain of- 
fenses of which none but English Judges 
can now take cognizance. The very 
dangerous state of feeling which has 
been aronsed by Mr. I:serr’s Dill 
promises, as we have _ said, prevent | 
its passage. But the animated discussion of 
the proposition has led to some curiously 
frank avowals of the nature and objects of 
English policy in India. In the opinion of 
the London 7Zimes the bill is odious be- 
causa it would divest Enclish-eapitalists.

who are India’s ‘best friends,” of 
**the ordinary security of personal liberty. ”’ 
The anomaly of having a native magistrate 
in Calcutta,’ where he is - surrounded by 
English Judges and kept from going astray 
by the “‘constant and vigilant criticism of 
an infiuential Bar,’’ also English, and only 
an English magistrate at Dargrenling 


strikes the Zimes as ‘‘beneath the notice of 


any one but a technical purist.’” Thatisa 
forcible and contemptuous way of saying 
that while the English capitalists are ex- 
ploiting India, Justice must discreetly turn 
her back. 

The British policy is still more frankly 
set forth by Mr. Justice STEPHEN, whose 
Indian experience makes him a competent 
authority. The assertion that no legal dis- 
tinction at all is to be recognized in India 
between natives and Europeans he charac- 
terizes as ‘‘false and infinitely danger- 
ous.” The wrongs which natives suf- 
fer when tried before English Judges 
result ffom ‘‘a defect inseparable from 
the existence of the British power in India.” 
The British rule is ‘‘essentially an absolute 
Government, founded not on consent but on 
conquest.’ It does not represent ‘‘the na- 
tive principles of life or Government,’ but 
** represents a belligerent civilization.’’ The 
Government can be maintained only by 
keeping the neck of the conquered 
always under the conquéror’s foot. 
These admissions are interesting. They 
teach us much of the true — char- 
acter of ‘‘British interests’? in India. 
They show, too, that the policy of Lord 
Ripon is creating a good deal of uneasiness 
in certain circles in England. There is, as 
Justice STEPHEN says, much danger in 
‘* shifting the foundations on which the Brit- 
ish Government of India rests.”” The mutiny 
has not yet been forgotten. But there are 
certain Englishmen who do not look on 
India merely asa field for the ventures 
of ‘‘English capitalists.’ They point to 
the condition of the native population, which 
grows worse from year to year; to the 
gradual rise in the price of provisions, ac- 
companied by no corresponding rise in 
wages; and to the terrible fact that during 
the past twenty years half a million persons a 
year have died of starvation in British India. 
From such persons comes the inquiry, how 
far the present wholly selfish policy is to be 
carried. Ireland and British India are about 
the only countries on the globe where large 
numbers of people die every year from abso- 
lute want. 


Senator “Jor”? Kocn does not talk very 
much in the State Senate, but he is a hard worker— 
in the interest of the holders of local offices. His 
latest effort is a bill to desigmate the Sheriff of this 
County as the person to sell all real estate under 
decrees of foreclosure or partition. There is no 
good reason why his bill should become a law. Its 
only purpose is to put more fees into the poekets 
of the Sheriff, and to give the harpies 
who are termed his deputies increased 
opportunities te prey mpon_ the public. 
It has been stated in the course of the discussion 
of the bill that the sum the Sheriff would derive 
from the sales referred to in it would be about 
$75,000 a year. This estimate, it is to be presumed, 
is based upon the fees now paid annually to Ref- 
erees appointed to sell real estate funder foreelos- 
ure. Itis, therefore, not a fair one, for no person 
who has had experience in the Sheriff’s office can 
doubt that the peculiar, not to say fraudulent, 
methods there in use would swell the tax upon 
the real estate owners to a very much larger sum. 
A plausible reason for the proposed law is the state- 
ment that if the Sheriff were empowered to make the 
sales the courts would be deprived of a patronage 
that some of the Judges have abused in the inter- 
est of favorites, and that the burden of fees and 
expenses upon the real estate would be lessened. 
It is true that some so-called lawyers have profited 
more largely by references in foreclosure proceed- 
ings than by practice in the courts, and it is also 
true that through the failure of some of these 
Referees to do personally the work they 
were appointed to do the cost of dis 
posing of the real estate has been im- 
properly enhanced. Yet the bill of Senator 
Kocu, while providing for doing away with the 
Referees, does not provide that the methods most 
of them have pursued shall net be followed by the 
Sheriff. For instance, if that officer should be 
directed to sell the real estate in question, should 
he sell it persenally or by deputy or auctioneer? 
It is not likely that he could make all the sales per- 
sonally, and if he were empowered to employ an 
auctioneer it is certain that in some way tke 
real estate would be made to pay the latter's 
fee. The Sheriff—it is painful to say 
this of him—is no better than the ordinary Referee. 
The latter is nowadays expected to sell personally, 
or pay an auctioneer out of his own pocket, if he 
prefers not te mount a platform, swiag a gavel, 
and ory “ Who bids?” Asa matter of fact, he pre- 
fers to employ an auctioneey and to saddle the ex- 
pense upon the realestate. The knewledge of this 
fact, and the suggestion that preceeds from it— 
that the Sheriff, his deputies, and his auctioneers, 
might better make the profit than the Referees, 
and in the same way—are undoubtedly the motives 
of Senator “Jor” Kocu’s bill.

FOREIGN CONTRACT LABOR. 


MOVEMENT TO SECURE. A NATIONAL LAW 
AGAINST IMP@RTATIONS OF LABOR. 

PirrspurG, March 13.—The Window-glass 
Workers’ Association of Nortn America, whese 
head-quarters are in this city, is moving to have a 
law passed by Congress to prevent the importation 
of foreign labor under contract.. A bill has been 
prepared and will be presented at the opening of 
the next Congress, making it an offense punishable 
by fine and imprisonment te import any class of 
workmen under contract to work for certain 
wages for any given length of time. The bill has 
been prepared by the workmen themselves, and is 
supposed to cover every necessary provision. 


Those having the matter in charge decline 
to give the bill for publication until it is finally ap- 
ee sy by the powers that be. This will be done 
efore long, and then copies of the bill and blank 
petitions will be sent to every lodge of every trade 
organization in the country. ‘**Weexpect to se- 
cure not less than 1,000,000 signatures to our peti- 
tion,” said one of the chief moversinthe matter 
this morning. ‘*The importation of foreign work- 
men under contract, which began with the intro- 
duetion of Chinese labor, has assumed alarm- 
ing proportions, and now it is resorted 
to n ever branch of trade. It is 
obnoxious and injurious to native workmen under 
any circumstances, but is especialiy so when it is 
resorted to in case of a strike. We will make our 
bill so strong that there will be no means of evad- 
ing its provisions, and will back it with such a 
nost of names that Congressmen will not dare to 
disregard us. ‘There have been several movements 
of this kind in States, but none were wide-reaching 
enough. Thisis the grst natienal attempt. The 
window-glass werkers form a district of the 
Knights of Labor, and the petition will probably be 
sent out fr the Grand Lodge organization.” 


MR. SEYBXRRT’S WILL UNCONTESTED. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 13,—The two caveats 
filed Jast week counsel for Mrs. Ann E. Bar- 
rieras and Missa L. E-Barrieras, of New-York, pro- 
testing against the admission to probate of the 
will of the late Henry Seybert, were to-day with- 
drawn. Mr. Seybert bequeathed in his will over 
$1,250,000 to charitable and other institutions. The 
will bas not yet been presented for probate. The 
communication of the attorneys to: the Register 
states that by request of Mrs. Barrieras, a second 
cousin of the testator, they had fully considered 
the only grounds presented for their filing of 
eaveats, and had concluded that they were insrffi- 
cient to justify a contest.

15, written for 
orchestra by Heinrich Hoffmann, and arranged by 
the composer for the Philharmonic Club, were re- 
ceived with muck favor, and fully deserved it, both 
on account of their intrinsic merits and the ele- 
gance of the performance. The latter number wag 
particularly pleasing. In response to the applause 
with which it was ereeted the club returned and 
played a serenade by Moskowsky, and 
again raised the audience to the highest 
Pitch of enthusiasm. Mr. Edmund Neupert 
followed with a group of five of his own composi- 
tions fer piano, and added a sixth by way of en- 
core. This artist is one of those performers who 
inspire respect rather than admiration. Without 
doubt he is a thorough musiciaz, but his writings, 
like his performance of them, lack spirit and grace 
and imagination. The average amateur of good 
taste and musical experience would probably pro- 
nounce him “heavy” if unrestrained by a fear 
of seeming heretical in expressing sueh at 
opinions, The ** Norwegian Dances” by Greig, 
which Mr. Constantin Sternberg arranged fot 
the six instruments of the club, were next on the 
programme, and though, as a matter of course, 
well played, failed to excite much interest. the 
first being, indeed. too stiff and eccentric to find 
aceeptance except as a study for musicians, The 
final number of the programme was a quartet in A 
miner, opus 43, for piano, violin, viola, and ‘cello, by 
Kiel, in which Mr. Neupert took part. Kiel has been 
described as “an excellent contrapuntist, who 
endeavors to construct old forms in the 
spirit of modern times.”” He has written « 
great deal of oiano-forte and chamber 
music and is much esteemed in Berlin. This quar. 
tet was the best part of the programme, eact 
movement having its well-defined character and 
showing the hand of askillful musician in its ar 
rangement. Its performance left nothing to be 
desired, and afforded Mr. Neupert an opportunity 
to demonstrate the fact that he is an admirable 
pianist in concerted music, aad certainly is heard 
to better advantage than as the interpreter of hir 
own piane selos. The audience was very large, 
and contained many prominent musicians and 
well-known amateurs. The final concert by the 
club is announced for April 10.

THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL’S REPORT 
FOR THE PAST YEAR. 
{ARNINGS AND EXPENSES FOR 1882, ac- 

QUISITION OF THE CHICAGO, 8T. LOUIS 
AND NEW-ORLEANS, AND FUTURE PLANS. 
The report of the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company for the year ending Deo. 31, 1882, which 
was issued yesterday, shows the gross traffic for 
the year to have been $8,905,312 18, while for 1881 
\t was $8,586,397 44. The increase for 1882 by these 
figures was $318,914 74. There was an increase in the . 
passenger traffic alone of $261,991 18. Tne net earn- 
ings from traffic were $3,660,769 15. an increase over 
1881 of $433,587 41, in whieh year they were 33,227,- 
18174. From land the receipts were $127,508 55; 
from interest on bonds, sterling exchange, &c., 
$200,048 76, and altogether they footed up $3,988, + 
826 46. Besides paying the interest on the debt 
from this fund and the two usual semi-an- 
nual dividends of 314 per cent. eacn, permanent 
Improvements to the extent of $1,271,451 63 were 
made. Included were expenditures for increased 
terminal facilities in Chicago, construction and 
extension of double tracks, laying steel rails, and 


Increasing the passenger equipment. After these 
—_— a balance of income of $155,451 63 was 
t 


The entire line of the Jlineis Central proper, as 
well as that from Cairo to New-Orieans, is now 
laid with steel rails. ‘The betterments in Jllinois in 
1883, it is estimated, will not exceed $500,000. The 
company, Jan. 1 last, took formal possession of 
the Chicago, St. Louis and New-Orleans Rajlroad, 
which will hereafter be known as the South- 
ern Division, und which increases the Illinois 
Sentral’s mileage 1,908,65 miles. During the year 
£4,422.700 of the stock of the Chicago, St. Lonis ; 
and New-Orleans Railroad Cempany was ex- 
changed for the Illinois Central Company’s leased 
line stock certificates, bearing 4 per cent. interest. 
Of this sum $1,100,000 was issued against stock fer- 
merly held by the Illinois Central and sold. The 
remaining $3,322,700 was exchanged by other hold- 
ers, thus placing with the Illinois Central all but 
$7,300 of the $10,000,000 of stock of the Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and New-Orleans, of which 
$4,422,700 is pledged against the leased line 
certificates, and $5,570,000 is the unincum- 
bered property. At least 250 additional 
cars are required by the opening of new coal mines. 
A branch 10% miles long was constracted from 
Buckingham, in the Middle Division, to the Essex 
coal field. There was expended during 1882 $108,- 
000 upon the constructien of a branch road run- 
ning to South Chicago. This branch and the ex- 
tension of the Middie Division to Bloomixgton will 
be open for business early in the Spring. Two 
branch lines connecting with the Southern Divi- 
sion are under construction. One is from Jackson, 
Miss., to Yazoo City, 48 miles in length. The other 
$s a continuation of the Kosciusko Branch from 
that point to Aberdeen, 97 miles. It is estimated 
that about $2,000,000 will be required during 1883 
in addition. to the money already spent and ma- 
terial provided for these branches. The dividend 
payable March 1, 1883, has been deducted from the 
surplus on nand Dec, 31, 1882. Stock of the Chica- 
go, St. Louis and New-Orleans Railroad will be 
distributed July 2, 1883, in the proportion of 17 
ghares to each 100 shares of I/linois Central stock 
registered June 15. The annual meeting will take 
place in Chicago the last Wednesday in May.

FARES FOR THEATRICAL TROUPES AND THE 
WEIGHT OF PIECES OF BAGGAGE, 

The National Association of General Pas- 
senger and Ticket Agents met yesterday at the 
National Railway Club rooms, No. 46 Bond-street. 
Mr. E. P. Wilson, of the Cincinnati Southern Read, 
Presiaent of the association, was in the chair, and 
A. J. Smith, of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincin- 


nati and Indianapolis, was the Secretary. Among 
the 100 or more gentlemen present were C. K. Lord, 
of the Baltimore and Ok10; J. R. Wood, of the 
Pennsylvania; John N. Abbott. of the Erie; 
E. J. Richards, of the New-York Central; 
Perceval Lowell, of the Chicage, Burlington 
and uincy: S. K. Hooper, of the Hanni- 
bal and St. Joseph; H. W. Faller, of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio: Murray Keller, of the Louisville, 
New-Albany and Chicago: A. V. H. Carpenter, of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee. and St. Paul; W. H. Sten- 
nett, of the Chicago and North-western; Samuel 
Stevenson, of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton; Lucius Tuttle, of the Eastern; H. M. Bron- 
son, of the Ohio Southern; G. W. Smith, of the 
Lake Erie and Western; C. P. Atmore, of the 
Louisville and Nashville; W. L. Danley, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis; E. B. Bying- 
ton and A. W. Nennemacher, of the Lehigh Val- 
ley; S. W. Cummings. of the Central Vermont, 
and James Stephenson. of the Grand Trunk. The 
meeting was to have been held at Jacksonville, 
Fla., but the place of meeting was changed to this 
City, as a number of the agents could not con- 
veniently go to Florida. The association elected 
15 new members, and decided to have its next 
meeting at- Chicago on the third Tuesday of Sep- 
tember, 

In aceordance with the recommendation of the 
General Committee, it was decided that theatrical 
parties traveling in their own private cars should 
not be transported for less than 18 unlimited fares; 
extra fares, of course, to be collected in case there 
are more than 18 in the party. The association , 
will meet again at 11 o’clock this morning. The 
most important business to be discussed is a propo- 
sition to limit the weight of any piece of baggage 
to be carried over any road to 250 pounds. The 
size and weight of pieces of baggage has con- 
stantly been growing until they have beeome 
so cumbersome that baggagemen are not able to 
handle them. The passenger agent of one of the 
Western roads said yesterday that four men em- 
ployed at the Cleveland station are now on the 
sick jist, the result of being compelled to handle 
this heavy baggage. A drummer recently came 
through Chicago with a seven hundred and fifty- 
pound trunk and a limited ticket over the Lake 
Sbore Road on a nicht train. The trunk was so 
heavy that it could not be Joaded on the train with 
the men on duty at the hour of departure of the 
train, and the baggage was a behind. 
Out of this fact a suit for damages has resulted, 
This fact and the constant breaking down 
of baggage-handiers resulted in the adop- 
tion of a resolution by the Western 
Passenger Agents limiting the = weight 
of any © one fpiece of baggage to pe 
transperted to 250 pounds. The Western whole- 
gale houses have acceded to this resolution, and 
have provided their drummers with trunks which 
do not exceed in weight the 250 pounds. It is prob- 
able that a similar resolution will to-day be adopt- 
ed by the National Association. The association 
will also elect officers for the ensuing year, and 
wi!l decide upon special rates to be established for 
excursions from various points to the Knights 
Templar’s conclave at San Francisco, the Cotton 
Exposition at Louisville, the Exposition of Foreign 
'Preducts at Boston, and the convention of the 
‘Dunkards, a religious sect, which has its annual 
gathering near Lawrence, Kan.

TRUE STORY OF A CUT RATE, 

The Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and 
Yndianapolis Railroad has been accused by some of 
the Western papers and Western railroad men of 
cutting passenger rates and making possible an- 
other rate war in the West. One of the officers of 
the road stated how the rumor originated in a 


uarrel between the Bee Line and the New-York, 
icorvivenia. and Ohio Reads. Jt came to the 
knowledge of the officers of the former road that 
the New-York, Pennsylvania, and Ohio agents 
bad seeured paseengers from a point on the 
line of the Bee Line that was not a 
unctional point and. therefore, not a proper point 
or competition. Accordingly, plans were laid to 
secure from some point on the lineof the New- 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio Road a passenger for 
a western point over the Bee Line. The customer 
and opportunity having arrived, instructions were 
given ‘to sell the customer a ticket at no matter 
what rates, providing he will let the New-York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio Road knew that he gets the 
ticket at less than rates.’’ The instructions were 
carefully carried out, the New-York, Pennsylvania 
nod Ohio Road managers were duly informed, and 
the fact that the Bee Line had eut rates was pub- 
lishea. “The Bee Line got an advertisement out 
of the affair,” said an officer of the eompany yes- 
terday, “and the New-York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio Koad was taught a lesson they ought not to 
bave required any teaching to learn—that one road 
car cut rates as well as another. Weare perfeotly 
satisfied with the proposed pooling arrangement,” 
he added, ‘‘and will neither cut rates nor pay com- 
missions, and will live up to our agreement as Jong 
as any read does so. But when they begin to cut 
we willteach thema lesson. The instance given is 
the only one in which we have cut rates, all reports 
yo the contrary notwithstanding.”

AN INGENIOUS MACHINE. 

Anew machine, operated by clock-work, is 
to be placed in the train-starter’s tower at the 
Grand Central Station which is designed to do au- 
tomatically what is now done by men employed as 
train-starters. The machine, of brass, copper, and 
steel, occupies but little space, it being less than 2 
feet in either iength, breadth, or height. The 
mechanism consists of three upright cylinders of 
brass, in which are punctured a series of holes, 


each representing one of the 1,440 minutes in the 
day. By the side of these are three smaller pillars, 
on which are fixed spirally pins representing 
the 24 hours of the day. The three pairs of 
pillars as they stand in the case represent respec- 
tively the three roacs using the Grand Central Sta- 
tion. the Harlem, New-York Central, and New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford. A series of 
springs are set so as to be operated upon by the 
two cylinders as they, each in turn, make their 
revolution in tre 24 hours of the day. These 
springs connect with electrical appliances. The 
fixea pegs on the hour colurmn and the movable 
pegs set into the minute cylinder striking the arms 
of the spring, set the necessary bells ringing in 
various parts of the station. At 20 minutes before 
tbe leaving time of through trains bells are rung 
for the gates to be open. Fifteen minutes later 
they ring a warning “all aboard” in the passenger- 
‘ooms, and in the baggage-rooms notify the 
ugcage-masterto have *:| his baggage on board 
the trtin. At one minute oefore leaving time they 
f.ng to close the doors leading to the station, and 
they rang a minute later to start the train. All this 
is done automatically by this ingenious contrivance 
of clock-work and mechanism, aad without the 
possibility ot a mistake, unless the clock-work or 
electrical machinery clogs or breake. The ma- 
¥Y adjusts itselr once in seven davs to the 


fewer trains that run on Sundays,and then readjusts 
iteelf for Monday’s increased travel. Ali this sig- 
naling is new done by hand, the bells being rung 
by a system of bell-pulis. It isclaimed that greater 
accuracy can be obtained by the use of this con- 
trivance, and much labor saved. Its capabilities 
will be fully and eeverely tested in the trial which 
it wiilat once receive at the station. There are 
now 198 trains arriving at and Jeaving the station 
each day in the week, except Sunaays, when the 
number is but 48. During the Summer the arrivals 
and departures on week days aro increased by 
‘about 40 trains,

Negotiations are in progress looking to the 
lease of the Philadelphia and Atlantic City Rail- 
road by the Central Railroad of New-Jersey. The 
Philadelphia and Atiantic City is a narrow gauge 
road extending from Atlantic City to Camden, N. 


J.. a distance of 54.67 miles. The plan is to change 
the road to a standard gauge, to conform to the 
Central. There are two standard gauge roads 
from Atlantic City to Camden, but the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad eontrols both of these. Philadel- 
phia is reached from Camden by ferry. The Phila- 
delphia and Atlantic City connects with the New- 
Jersey Southern, which is operated by the Central, 
and forms a line, by way of Sandy Hook, from 
Philadelphia to New-York. The Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad will participate in the advan- 
tages of the arrangement. The Philadelphia and 
Atlantic City is operated by Trustees for the bend- 
holders. Mr. Henry 8S. Little, the President and 
Receiver of the Central Railroad, said yesterday 
that the negotiations were not sufficiently ad- 
vanced to state the terms, and no official action 


| had been taken. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 13.—To-day negotia- 
tiens were completed by which the New-Jersey 
Centra!

A NEW WESTERN LINE. 
Instructions have been sent to A. Anderson, 
Chief Engineer of the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
to advertise for bids for the extension of the road 
from Superior City, Wis., the present eastern 
terminus, to Ashland, a distance of 90 miles, where 


connection is made with the Wiseonsin Central 
Railroad, the President of which, Mr. C. L. Colby, 
bas been in this City negotiating for the construc- 
tion of the line. An officer of the Northern Cen- 
tral said the road could be built under the compa- 
ny’s charter, which extended to the eastern 
boundary of Wiseonsin. The road would give the 
Northern Pacific another outlet to Chicago and 
Milwaukee, but the greatest advantages would 
perbaps accrue to the Wisconsin Central. The 
road would cost about $25.000 a mile, and it would 
take a year or more to build it. The line lay 
through dense forests. The gap in the main line 
of the Northern Central, from Bozeman, Mon- 
tana. to Missoula, a distance of about 285 miles, 
which was expected to be completed in August, 
would probably be built first. The Wisconsin Oen- 
tral, in the event of the construction of the line, 
expects to find a market for its lumber along the 
Northern Pacific, besides developing its iron de- 
posits and granite quarries.

CONSOLIDATING EASTERN ROADS. 
FURTHER STEPS IN THE UNION OF THE BOS- 
TON AND MAINE AND EASTERN. 

Bosron, March 13.—The first formal move- 
ment teward a consolidation of the Boston and 
Maine and the Eastern Railroads was made to-day. 
The Directors of both roads, the Boston and Maine 
acting first, and the Eastern to-day, have accepted 
a report of their conference committee, and 
agreed to a form of lease of the Eastern to the 
Besten and Maine. The terms of the proposed lease 
are as follews: The two roads shall pool all their 
earnings from all sources, the Boston and Maine to 
pay the operating expenses of both roads, also the 


interest on the bonds and the rentals; the Eastern 
to be xllowed $10,000 per-year to maintain its or- 
ganization; the Boston and Maine to issue for con- 
struction, outside of the maintenance of way and 
property, improvement bonds, the interest on 
which and 134 per cent. of the principal (for a sink- 
ing fund) to be paid annually and reckoned as 
operating expenses. The Boston aud Maine stock- 
holders are then to receive up to $680,000, or 9 per 
cent., on their $7,000,000 of stock. Further net earn- 
ings are to be divided, one-half, $70,000, going to vhe 
Boston and Maine and being equal to 1 per cept. on 
the stock, and one-half going to the Eastern, to be 
used as a sinking fund, to meet in part the require- 
ments ef the statutes. After this the Eastern is to 
receive $360,000, which is equivalent to 6 per cent. 
on its own stock and that of the Portsmouth, Great 
Falls, and Conway Road, which, under the lease to 
the Eastern, is entitled to receive the same divi- 
dends as Eastern steck. Of this $360,000, $30,000 
must be added to the $70,000 to make up the $100,- 
000 Eastern sinking fund requirements. Any earn- 
ings above this go into the control of the Boston 
and Maine to be applied te permanent improve- 
ments, according to the mileage of the roads. 

The vote of the Directers of the two roads look- 
ing toward consolidation and accepting this pro- 
posed lease is, of course, only preliminary. The 
stockholders of both roads must ratify this action, 
and the Legislature of New-Hampshire, in which 
portions of the roads Jie, must pass an enabling 
act before the lease can go into effect or the 
consolidation become an accomplished faet. That 
the majority of the stockholders are likely 
to approve the action of the Directors seems to be 
pretty generally expected, but how difficult the 
task to secure favorable legislation from the New- 
Hampsbire legislators isan open question. As re- 
gards legislation in Maine, none is meeded in that 
State. A bill proposing to prohibit the eonsolida- 
tion of these roads was introduced into the Maine 
Legislature a few days ago and defeated by the 
report ‘‘inexpedient te legislate’ of the railroad 
committees being accepted. In Massachusetts the 
necessary legislation was secured two years ago. 
The leading men in both Directories express their 
confidence in the ultimate success of the move- 
ment. They expectalong contest in the New- 
Hampshire Legislature, but they look for a suc- 
cessful result. Should the consolidation be effected 
the line from Boston to St. John, New-Brunsewick, 
would be practically under one management, as 
the Eastern, Maine Central, and European and 
North American are now praetically united,

CONNECTICUT LEGISLATION. 
HARTFORD, Conn., March 13.—There was an 
earnest debate in the House to-day over the pro- 
posed bill amending the general railroad law, to 
facilitate the formation of through transportation 
routes, which has grown out of the reselution 


affecting the consolidation interests ot the Hart- 
ford and Harlem Road. The amendments pro- 
posed the other day, as noted in these dispatches, 
were adopted on the recommendation of the Rail- 
roadjCommittee.

WasHInGton, March 13.—The Gulf and 
Ship Island Railroad was included in the list of 
land grant railroads, which the Judiciary Commit- 
tee of the House, during the Forty-Seventh Con- 
| gress, reported upon, recommending that their 


tand grants be declared forfeited, for the reason 
that the work of construction had not been begun. 
No action, however, was taken by Congress, and it 
is now reported that ex-Representative Manning, 
of Mississippi, and other gentlemen who have 
obtained control of the charter, have gone to 
New-York for the purpose of interesting capital- 
ists there in forming a syndicate to supply the 
funds necessary to complete the road or some por- 
tion of it,with the expectation that the valuable land 
grants can be secured. It is further reported here 
that a meeting is to be heid in Wall-street, some day 
| this week, to discuss and mature the plan of ope- 
rations. The act of Aug. 11, 1856, anthorizing the 
construction of this road. provided that a grant of 
six sections of land per mile be made tw the State 
of Mississippi for a road from Brandon to the Gulf 
of Mexico. Provision was made in the act for sale 
by the State of the lands granted. the quantity sold 
to be prevortionate to the miles of road construct-

ed from time to time, except in the case of the sale 
of the first 120 sections. which could be sold in ad- 
vance of the construction of any portion of the 
road. It was provided thatif the road was not 
completed within 10 years the lands unseld should 
revert to the United States. On Aug. 15, 1856, prior 
to location of the road, the lands falling within the 
probable limits of the road were withdrawn from 
sale or location by notice. A map of definite loca- 
tion of the road was filed in the General Land 
Office Nov. 27, 1860. No lands have been aprroved 
to the State for said road, neither has any portion 
of the road been constructed. The reservation of 
lands for the road ceased on Arig. 11, 1866. 

Since that time entries have been made uncn the 
lands. In 1882 Mr. Wir. Adams, of Jackson, Mias., 
representing himself as President of the com- 
pany, applied to the Secretary of the Interior fora 
renewal of the grant, but the applic’tion was de- 
nied, and as the question fof forfeiting the land 
grant to this read has been once acted upon by the 
House Judiciary Committee, it is quite safe to say 
that until the matter is definitely disposed of the 
Interior Department will net reverse its former 
decision.

A NEW-JERSEY SENSATION 


THE SENATE HURRIEDLY AD- 
JOURNS FOR THE WEEK. 
ACTION THAT CAUSED GREAT SURPRISE AND 
RAISED A STRONG SUSPICION OF KAIL- 

ROAD DICTATION. 

TRENTON, March 13.—The Legislative sensa- 
tion of the day—in fact of the session—is the sud- 
den, unheralded, and unanticipated adjournment 
of the Senate to-day for the rest of the week. It is 
something without precedent in the history of 
New-Jersey legislation. It sometimes happens 
atthe opening of the session, while the commit- 
tees are yet unappointed, and when, for that 
reason, there isno work to do, thatthe Senate— 
both houses, in fact—adjourn on Wednesday for 
the week. But the adjournment of either house on 
Tuesday, in the next to the last week of a session, 


when legislation is hourly maturing, is as phenom- 
enal as jt seems to be inexcusable. 

_The initiative was taken by Senator Vail, of 
Union, while Senator Havens, of Ocean, was in the 
President's chair this morning, by the introduc- 
tion of a resolution provistes for a pro 
Jorma adjeurnment til Friday morning, 
but an actual adjournment till next Mon- 
day evening. He said in defense of his 
resolution that the calendar was clear and that the 
House had supplied the Senate with nothing to act 
upon. Senator Paxton replied that if that were so 
temporarily, it would not be true of the whole 
wegk; that if there were no business at hand just 
theh it was net to be assumed that the House 
would have nothing ready for action to-morrow, 
and that the reason why the House had got nothing 
in shape for Senate action to-day was that the 
had spent all night in passing Senate bills. But all 
arguments were useless, and the resolution, on 
being put to vote. went through by a strict part 
division. All the Republicans veted for it, and a 
the Demoerats against it. 

The explanation that the‘adjournment was ex- 
cusable by the want of business was not accepted, 
and some gentlemen who made it their business 
to inquire declare that there are 47 bills more or 
less progressed in the Senate and awaiting action. 
It is generally agreed that thie adjournment 
was made the subject of caucus action. 
Senator Applegate, when asked by Tur Timzs 
correspondent this evening if that was so, hesitated 
several seconds before he responded negatively. 
“IT cannot say,” he declared, ‘‘why the adjourn- 
ment was taken, tut I think each one who voted 
for it voted for personal reasons. I was willing, 
because I have other business to attend to, The 
movement was started by Senator Vail, 
and my notion is—I cannot say this 
as a_ fact, I only believe it—that he 
started it because of the defeat in the House of his 
eonourrent resolution for a constitutional amend- 
ment that should cut the railroads that refuse to 
surrender their exclusive and irrepealable tax 
exemption privileges out of the benefits of frture 
legislation. He was not pleased with the way in 
whieh the agen J treated the resolution, and he 
talked up the advisability of an adjournment for 
the week among the Senators with the result you 
know." The Senator's story rather gives color to 
the claim of the Anti-Monopolists in both Houses 
that the adjournment was a scheme of the rail- 
roads to prevent actien in much injurious legisla- 
tion already in the Senate or soon to be there. 

“The Senate is notoriously a close corporation, 
owned by the railroads,”’ said a prominent Re- 
publican Assemblyman this evening. “There are 
now in the Senate, or on their way there, about a 
dozen bills that the railroads do not like. Among 
them are Cator’s bill, taxing railroads the same as 
individuals; Grigg’s bill, for their taxation; the 
bill compelling the payment of taxeg by Pullman 
ear companies, the Washington-street Bridge 
bill, the bill compelling the railroads and 
telegraph companies to put thelr wires 
under ground, the bill that makes 
them take excursion tickets whether the time for 
which they may have been issued has expired or 
not, The Senate will not pass any of} them, and 
yet, in view of the public sentiment that has been 
aroused against the great corporations that are 
daily treading the people’s rights under foot, they 
dare not kill all of them. To avoid the necessity of 
action they take this adjournment. When they 
meet again Monday night there will be only four 
days of the session left, and in the rash of legisla- 
tion it will be easy enough for them to say that 
they had no time to act on these important meas- 
ures. Some Senators on the Republican side who 
are not disposed favorably to the railroads voted 
with the railroad men on the question because 
they know that the Anti-Monopoly issue is to be 
the great issue in the next campaign, and they 
would rather have the bills defeated by inaction 
than have their party go into the next canvass 
handicapped by a square vote for the railroads.” 

It is likely, however, that other interests than 
the railroads urged the adjournment. Bills which 
are extremely distasteful to other corporate inter- 
ests have made their way into the Senate, and 
their opponents have probably joined hands with 
the raliroads to bring about the adjournment. 
Some of the Republican Senators justify them- 
selves on party grounds. It shows, they say, that 
the House is alone responsible for the prolonging 
of the session. There are some others who see a 
connection between the adjournment and the pas- 
sage anew in the House of the resolution 
for a joint meeting which the Senate 
has repeatedly refused to consent to. 
This action followed direetly on the heels of the 
reading and filing of adverse reports on Grigg’s 
Railroad Tax bill and Cator’s equal taxation 
scheme, and the adjournment for the week was 
not taken till the consideration of these adverse 
reports had been laid over till next Monday night. 
The committee reported Cator’s bill adversely for 
the following reasons: 

1. That the bill is unconstitutional in its application 
and effect. 

2. That being applicable to all cerporations, it will 
be unequal and unjust in its operations. 

3. That it discriminates unegually and unjustly be- 
tween corporations and individuals. 

4. Thatifit should become a law it must b> Ineffec- 
tual because it cannot be practically executed. 

5. That it will cause vexatious, expensive, and un- 
necessary litigation. 

6. That should this bill become a law, tho legislative 
power must largely increase State taxation to meet 
not only the ordinary expenses of the Government, 
but also the expenses of such litigation. 

7. That the passage of the bill would, in the judg- 
ment ana opinion of the committee, be unwise and Ifn- 
expedient, seriously embarrass the financial affairs of 
the State, and defeat the objects sought to be effected 
by the advocates of the bill. 


The House session to-day was as dull and unin- 
teresting as it could well be. The tewn elections 
are being held throughout the State, and most of 
the members are away, so that if any- 
body had seen fit to order a_ call of 
the ‘House a norum .would not have 
responded. The chief interest of the morning 
hour centred in the much ado about nothing that 
Budd, of Burlington, made overa trick played on 
him in one of the committee rooms. He had in- 
troduced a bill providing a penalty for the failure 
to bury poultry or any other kind of animals that 
die of a contagious disease. When the printed 
bill was spread on the* members’ desks 
had -a_ section declaring that there 
shall be erected . over the sepulchre of 
“deceased hen, cat, goose, duck, dog, drake, pea- 
cock, rat, polecat, and other fow! a monument 
not less than 50 feet high, ana te cost net jess than 
$13 50, upon which shall be inscribed the species, 
sex, and age of such fowl and what knocked him 
out, with suitable poetical finish.”” Seme mischiey- 
ous committeeman had added the section fer fun, 
and its appearance on the members’ desks threw 
Budd into aterrible state of excitement. He said 
it had made him a laughing stock, and wanted a 
committee appointed to investigate the matter. 
The Speaker said that would be in ytime when the 
bill got before the House.

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EARTHQUAKE 1N MARYLAND. 

BALTIMORE, Ma.. March 13.—The people in 
Harfora County, in this State, are very much ex- 
cited over an earthquake shock of very consider- 
able severity, which was felt through a portion of 
the county on Sunday evening last. Harford 
County lies east of Baltimore County, touching the 
Susquehanna River on the east. The portion af- 


fected by the shock is not thickly populated, and 
news of it has been slow in traveling. The shock 
seems to have been first felt in Long Green 
Valley in the eastern part of Baltimore 
County, and then to have traveled north-easterly 
through Harford taking ina band abont 10 miles 
in diameter and passing about five miles north of 
Belair, the county seat of Harford. There was a 
momentary Vibration of the earth, which was ac- 
companied by aloud report like that of a cannon 
or a blast and arumbling noise asof thunder. So 
violent was the shock that houses shook, furniture 
rattled, and the crockery upon the shelves was 
thrown down and smashed. Women rashed 
screaming from the houses, while people who were 
outside and felt the shock made haste to get in 
doors. 

A gentleman living near Forest Hill was thrown 
from his cheir by the force of the shock. The 
earthquake was the most severe ia the Wilna neigh- 
borhood. about five miles from Belair.

A CLERG YMAN’S FALL, 


CHARGED WITH CRIME BY A YOUNG LADY— 
“ FOUND GUILTY AND DISMISSED. 

READING, Penn., March 18.—The Lebanon 
Ministerial Conference of the German Reformed 
Churek, numbering about 35 ministers and 15 
Elders, met in St. John’s Church, Hamburg, this 
county, yesterday morning, to try the breach of 
promise case against the Rev. Alexander S. Keiser, 
Pastor of the Second Reformea Church, Pottsville. 
Keiser isa native of Maxatawney Towrship, this 
county, andis about 28 yearsof age, of medium 
height, and was licensed and ordained a minister 
in 1881. He is charged with breach of promise of 


marriage by Miss Lizzie A. Miller. who formerly 
resided in the family of the Rev. D. K. Humbert, 
Bowers Station, Berks County, where Keiser made 
her acquaintance, he being a studeut at the same 
house. Her parents are both dead. The Rev. Dr. 
Bartholomew, of Pottsville, presided at the trial. 
The Rev. Keiser was represented by the Revs. I. 
D. Steckel, J. O. Johnston, and H. Keiser. The 
Classis were represented by the Rey.:Dr. B. Baus- 
man, of Reading; the Rey. George Wolf, and the 
Rev. F. W. Kraemer. The charges against Keiser 
were adultery and breaon of promise of marriage 
by Miss Lizzie A. Miller and of falsehood by the 
Classis. The accused divine pleaded not guilty to 
the charge and the trial proceeded. 

Miss Miller was the first witness called. She was 
accompaaied by herson,a bright and intelligent 
lad about 6 yearsof age. She testified that she 
knew Keiser seven or eightfyears; that he visited 
her fer six years and had premised to marry her, 
and that the boy was Keiser’s son. She produced 
a letter in which Keiser acknowledged tne pater- 
nity of the child, and said she had received about 
500 love letters from the accused. The woman was 
on the witness stand for about five hours, and was 
followed by Keiser, who testified in his own be- 
half. When asked if he had promised to marry 
Miss Miller he replied that he had, conditionally, 
the conditions being that she was not to interfere. 
with his work and that they could live congenially 
together. When asked why he did not marry her 
he replied that she interfered in his work. and he 
did net want to be tied to her apron-string, and 
said that the case had been amieably settled for 
$500. Miss Miller was recalled and testified that 
she had released Keiser from his promise of mar- 
riage, and said she had returned him 400 of the love 
letters, as he said she might die and the letters fall 
into the hands of strangers, and might thus prevent 
his getting inte the ministry. 

A large number of other witnesses were heard, 
after which argument was began and continued 
until 3 o’clock this morning. A vote was then taken 
asto the guilt or innocence of Mr. Keiser. The 
verdict was unanimously guilty en the three 
charges, after which his license and crdination 
were revoked cnd his pulpit declared vacant. Miss 
Miller returned to Philadelphia to-day, where she 
has been residing for seme time. 


- POTTSVILLE, Penn., March 13.—Great sur- 
prise was manifested here to-night when it was an- 
nounced thatthe Rev. A. S. Keiser, Pastor of the 
German Reformed Ohureh in this city, had been 
conuvieted by the ecelesiastical court before which 
he had been on trial at Hamburg. It was the 
general belief that his acquittal was assured.

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y 4 PULLMAN SLEEPER,.ON FIRE. 


THE BURNING CAR FLYING AT FULL SPEED— 
NARROW ESCAPE OF PASSENGERS. 


“ PITTSBURG, March 13.—Passengers occupy- 
ing one of the Pullman sleepers drawn by the 
western express on the Pennsylvania Railroad had 
athrilling experience at Wilmore Station, afew 
miles this side of Altoona, shortly after 5 o’olock 
this morning. The train had passed Cresson, and 
was nearing Wilmore, when a tiny tongue of flame 
shot out from among the curtains near the end of 
the rear car, and gradually but surely developed 
into an alarming blaze. , A passenger in berth No. 


1, Mr. Pallern, of Baltimore, who was not sleep-” 


ing very heavily at the time, was aroused by 
the smell of the barning tapestry, and an instant 
later he sprang out of his berth, fully alert to the 


peril of the moment,’ and gave the alarm.’ Im- 
mediately all was confusion, and the occupants of 
the berths jumped out to find the car enveloped in 
flame. A dozen persons ran to the doors, but find- 
ing the train still in motion pulled the bell-cord. 
Owing to the, right signal not being given, how- 
ever, the engineer paid no attention fto it until it 
had been pulled several times. 

Meantime the wildest excitement. prevailed, 
and the passengers ran hither and thither, not 
knowing what todo. Several ladies fainted, and 
ene was with difficulty restrained from jump- 
ing off. The train was finally brought to a stand- 
still, and the occupants of the car rushed out. 
Some of them were in their night clothes, while 
others succeeded in saving enough of their effects 
te make themselves presentable. The fire had not 
been discovered a momont too soon, as by the 
time the train stopped and the occupants of the 
burning oar had escaped the whole sleeper was 
one mass of flame, and inside of 20 minutes was a 
heap of smoldering ashes. Of the 26 passengers 
who had oceupied the burned car, 20 were gentle- 
men, 4 were ladies, and the others were children. 
Fortunately none of them were injured. As they 
stepped from the train they presented a motley 
appearance. Some of them were wrapped in 
biankets, others were without hats and bonrets, 
and still others had no shoes. 

Among the passengers were General Pension 
Agent Dudley, Col. Benjamin Wilson, ex-Congress- 
man of West Virginia; Gen. Calkins, of Indiana; 
Col. Davidson, of Beaver. Penn., and Col. Porter, 
Postmaster of Connelisville, Penn. The make-up 
of a number of the gentlemen was especially lu- 
dicrous. Col. Porterhad on one boot and one 
slipper and was hatless. Col. Davidson had his 
head done up in a newspaper, while Col. Benjamin 
Wilson, attired in a blanket and bare head, looked 
like an Indian chief on a foraging expedition. Gen. 
Dudley is said to have been the coolest person on 
the car, and by his wise counsel did much te allay 
the fears of the ladies amd children. The fire origi- 
nated in the rear of the car, and is supposed to 
have been caused either by the overturning of a 
lampor from the stove. Conductor Harry Hawk- 
ins, who was in charge of the sleeper, did all in his 
power to aid the passengers to escape, and was the 
last man to leave the burning car. 

The loss cannot be approximated. The Pullman 
Company estimate their share at about $20,000. 
The loss to the passengers was considerable in 
clothing, watches, and jewelry. Some of them 
also lost considerable sums of money. Upon their 
arrival here the unfortunates were kindly cared 
for and were soon put in presentable eondition.

SIMON B. PAIGE’S STRANGE MARRIAGE AND 
SELF-MURDER. 

OsHKOSH, Wis., March 13.—There is a very 
general feeling among people here that the real 
cause ef the suicide of Simon B. Paige has not been 
made public. *‘ There is a deeper mystery to this 
thing than has yet come to the surface,” said oze 
of the Paige family; ‘‘ there is something behind 
this more powerful in its influence than bodily pain 
that prompted Simon to commit suicide 
deliberately as he did.”’ The circum- 
stances of Mr. Paige’s second marriage 


were strange in a remarkable degree. 
Mrs. Mary E. Fagan was a widow, 27 years of age, 
living in Brooklyn, N.Y. She had two children, a 
girlof 10 anda boy of 6er8 Soonafter Mrs. 
Paige was burned to death in the Beckwith House 
Mr. Paige received a consoling letter from Mrs. 
Fagan, an entire stranger, in which she asked to 
become governess to his children. Mr. Paige re- 
turned bis thanks, with the information that he 
had no children. The woman was not discour- 
aged, however, but again wrote to him, saying 
she had seen him in Oshkosh 10 years before 
on his wedding trip and inviting him to call upon 
her when he came to New-York. This looked very 
much like the work of an adventuress, but Mr. 
Paige was drawn into a correspondence, and after 
seeing the woman three times. married her on the 
9th of January last, taking his bride to the Daven- 
port Hotel, where he ended his life on Sunday, 
two months after his marriage. Mr. Paige's 
relatives here opposed the marriage, but he 
was not to be influenced by them. He 
said he was engaged to her and would 
marry her, and if he was disappointed in 
the woman, the world would never Know it, be- 
cause he would kill himself. It1is known that his 
new relations were not pleasant.

March: 13.—A special dispatch 
from Livingstone, Montana, to the Pioneer-Press says 
the upper Yellowstone and all of its tributaries are 
broken up and that the ice has gone out without 
doing any damage. Superintendent Ainslie, of the 
Northern Pacific Road, broke the ice at the mouths 
of the Tongue, Big Horn, Rese Bud, and Powder 
Rivers by the application of dynamite. This pow- 


erful explosive was applied by boring a hole in the 
ice and placing dynamite cartridges, which, when 
exploded, would shatter the ice. The weather is 
clear from Glendive to the Rocky Mountains and 
isas warm as Spring. There is no snow in the 
Yellowstone Valley or on the north side of the 
Buttes. The snow-fall in the mountains is no 
heavier than usual. There is no danger of high 
water in the Yellowstone or any of its tributaries.

Charges against Mr. Hubert O, Thompson, 
Commissioner of Public Works, were submitied to 
Mayor Edson yesterday by the Committee on De- 
partment Expenses of the Council of Political Re- 
form. = Mr. Edward A. Morrison, the Chairman, 


accompanied by nearly all the members of the 
committee, presented the charges. These are very 
long, enter very minutely into the details of eaeh 
specification, and are based entirely upon vouchers 
on file in the Controller’s effice. Mayor Edson de- 
jelined to allow the reporters to examine them un- 
til he had read them carefully, and promised the 
pommittee that he would give them his earliest

stead of advertising for bids, as the Jaw requires 
for all work that is to cost over $1,000.

LIVING OVER ONE HUNDRED YEARS

TEE DEATHS OF TWO COLORED WOMEN, ONE 
103 AND THE OTHER 106 YEARS OLD. 


On the top floor of a little two-story house 
in West Fourteenth-street died at 3 o’clock yester- 
day morning Aunt Fannie Seaman, an old colored 
woman, who was said to be 103 years old. Aunt 
Fannie, as she was always called, formerly was an 
old family servant of the late William B. A. Pentz, 
who died nearly 30 years ago, and whose family of 
children Aunt Fannie brought up. Of the children 
thus takencare of she has outlived all but four, one 
of whem, Mrs. John Mulford, livesin West Fifty- 
eighth-street, in this City. Aunt Fannie was born 
on Long Island, near Flushing, in 1780, aceording 
to the statements of her relatives, who have traced 
her life back to that time, as one of her brothers, 
who was born in 1790, had told his children that 
Aunt Fannie was 10 years older than himself. 
A ceusin, also very old, confirmed his statement. 
While very young Aunt Fannie was bound 


out and served in the family of Joseph Thorne, 
who lived in Poughkeepsie. Here she remained 
for 25 years, and thencame to New-York and was 
a servant for a time in a family by the name of 
Lockwood. Over 50 vears ago she became a ser- 
vant in the family of Mr. Pertz, who was an old 
resident of the Ninth Ward, and left a large estate, 
whieh comprised lots about West Fourteenth-street. 
Wits this family she remained until too eld to be of 
service, and then was cared for by the obildren, 
now all over 40 years of age, whom she had 
brought up. Until withintwo years Aunt Fannie 
was very active and her mind unimpaired. At 
that time, however. she became physically 
unable to go about. She had been a member of 
Zion Protestant Episeepal Church, at West Tenth- 
street and Bleecker, for 50 years, and up to 1880 
was aregular attendant. She was never a slave 
and had saved a moderate amount of 
money, which, however, was afterward lost. 
She is spoken of as having been a 
mest faithful servant. Aunt Fannie was of small 
stature, and at the time of death bad shrunken 
away to merely skin and bones. Her death was 
peaceful and without suffering. The funera! will 
take place at 1 P. M. te-day from the little house in 
West Fourteenth-street, where she has been cared 
for by — Sanders of late, and will be buried 
at Cypress 8. 

Susan Durell, a colored woman, who died at No. 
17 Chauncey-street, Brooklyn, on Saturday, was 
buried in Cypress Hills Cemetery on Monday. Dr.

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A STEAM-SHIP’S CARGO ON FIRE. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF THE HUDSON, OF THE 
CROMWELL LINE—LOss $30,000. 

The steam-ship Hudson, of the Cromwell 
Line, which ieft New-Orleans on the 7th inst., 
reached this port yesterday. After the vessel had 
passed Sandy Hook the hatches were opened. An 
odor of smoke was detected at the main hatchway 
and the temperature of this hold was high. Search 
fora fire showed that cotton was smoldering be- 
tween deckg on the port side under the offi- 
cers’ mess-room and the chief engineer’s 
roem near the after bulkhead. The Hud- 
son was built in water-tight compartments, 
and as soon as the fire was discovered the hatches 
Were put on the main hatchway and steam was 


introdueed into the main hold during an hour. 
When she had reached Pier No. 9 North River 
the hatches were taken off. The fire appeared 
to have been smothered. Part of the cargo in the 
vicinity of the hatchway had been removed to 
permit of a thorough search for the source of the 
fire, when smoke began to puff out in deuse vol- 
umes from all parts of the main hold between 
decks, and it was evident that a fire was 
traveling over the top of the  oargo. 
The land and floating engines were summoned. 
The hook and ladder men went to work on the 
deck ef the Hudson and cut a dozen Jarge holes to 
allow the firemen to play on the cargo of the main 
hold, and tore up the flooring of the mess-room. 
The fire was * drowned out” atio’elock. While 
the fire was being extirguished in the main hold, 
*‘longshoremen were at work in the fore and after 
holds discharging undamaged cargo, for the bulk- 
heads of the main hold were so tight that no water 
from the fire engines reached the engine-reom or 
the other holds. Mr. S. H. Seaman, the principal 
owner of the line, said, after tne fire was out, that 
all damage would be repaired by Saturday, when 
the Hudson would clear for New-Orleans. His es- 
timate of the damage was about $5,000 to the ves- 
sel and $25,000 to the cargo. It was impossible to 
name the individuals who owned the burned and 
damaged cargo, as much of it was shipped to con- 
signees who reshipped it for New-England. The 
main damage was done by water. About 20 bales 
of cotton and half adozen balesof ‘* domestics” 
were badly burned. Capt. Freeman said that the 
passengers knew little of the risk they ran. They 
learned of the fire as the vessel was coming up the 
Bay and were not atallalarmed. He considered it 
fortunate that the fire did not declare itself at sea 
in bad weather. The fire was undoubtedly taken 
on board at New-Orleans. 
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COMSTOCK’S SUCCESSFUL RAID. 


A GAMBLING HOUSE IN WEST THIRTY-SEC- 
OND-STREET BROKEN UP. 

A successful raid was made yesterday after- 
noon by Anthony Comstock, the agent for the So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Viee, on the gaming- 
rooms at No. 102 West Thirty-second-street. of 
which Albert J. Adams is the reputed proprietor. 
The place had been raided on three previous oo- 
casions with indifferent success. Yesterday Re- 
corder Smyth, on complaint of Mr. Comstock, is- 
sued a warrant, and this was given to Comstock in 
the presenee of District Attorney McKeon and 


Chief Clerk Allen. Accompanied by George E. 
Oram, one of his agents, ard Detective Sergeants 
Rielly and Von Gerichten, Comsteck visited the 
place at 20’clock. The officers entered the cigar 
store No. 100 West Thirty-second-street, and found 
the door leading into the adjoining premises, which 
are used for gambling purposes, closed. The of- 
ficers demanded admittance, and on being refused 
threatened to break in the door. Comstock then 
went behind the counter in the cigar store and 
pulled a string, which opened the door. In a 
room on the first floor were a dozer men engaged 
in playing policy. Andrew Martin, the policy 
writer who was behind the desk, was ar- 
rested, and the players were allowed to depart. 
The officers then went up stairs to the second 
floor, which is used for a“ faro”’ game. Tlrey found 
the place in charge of John McCormick. He was 
seated behind a * faro”’ table with a pack of cards 
in his hands. He was arrested, and the gaming 
implements, consisting of a new roulette table and 
wheel, two “lay-outs,” and a large number of 
checks, were seized. In the room was a large 
safe, which McCormick refused to open, 
and the Police were compelled to smash 
in the door with a siedge-hammer. It 
contained 400 ivory checks and bundles of policy 
slips. In the policy shep on the ground floor the 
officers found three large slate blackboards and a 
trunk filled with policy slips, gambling checks, and 
all the necessary paraphernalia for the “ envelope” 
game. The prisoners were locked up at the Cen- 
tral Office, and all the gaming implements seizea 
were brought to Police Head-quarters to he used 
as evidence against the prisoners. wao will be ar- 
raigned before the Recorder to-day.

SHOT BY HER BROTHER. 

Mrs. Henry Kline, residing at Carl Place,near 
Westbury, Long Island, went to the store at the 
latter place yesterday to purchase some household 
articles, leaving the house in charge of her son, a 
lad 10 years of age. There also remained home 


with the boy his two sisters, aged respectively 8 
and 6 years. Mrz. Kline had hardly got out of 
sight of the house before the boy took his eldest 
sister and, placing her in the middle of the floor in 
the kitchen, told her that he was going to have 
some fun. He then took his father’s gun, which 
was loaded with slugs, and, tuking deliberate aim, 
shot at his sister. Fortunately, just as the boy was 
about to shoot, the child turned partly around to 
see what he was going to do, and the slugs passed 
through the fleshy part of her right shoulder, in- 
flicting flesh wounds. After shooting the girl he 
took her into the bedroom, washed the wound, and 
changed her dress, and then told her that when 
her mother returned she should tell her that she 
bad falien in the road and cut herself with a piece 
of glass.

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NEVILLE’S CLAIM FOR DAMAGES. 


TESTIMONY FOR THE PROPRIETORS OF THE 
FIFTH-AVENUE HOTEL. 

The trial of the suit of Matthew F. Neville 
to ebtain $50,000 damages from Messrs. Hitchcock 
& Darling, the proprietors of the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel, for his ejectment therefrom is still going on 
pefore Chief-Justice Daly arid ajury in the Ceurt 
of Common Pleas. At the opening yesterday 
morning Mr. Joseph H. Choate, counsel for the de- 
fendants, offered in evidence a cepy of the record 
of the conviction of Neville, in the Tombs Poiice 
Court, of disorderly conduct at the Astor 


House. Ex-Judge George M. Curtis opposed its 
admission, and asserted that a conspiracy had 
been formed against his client, and that one of its 
results was to drive him into the attitude of a dis- 
orderly person in the Astor House. This conspira- 
cy and the persecution of Mr. Neville had been 
fostered by the defendants, he said, to help them- 
selves out of the suit against them. The record of 
conviction was excluded. The deposition of John 
Morris, now dead, vas read for the defense. Mor- 
ris was door-keeper at the Twenty-fourth-street 
entrance to the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. His deposi- 
tion was tothe effect that when Mr. Wilson, of 
Chicago, the plaintiff, and three ladies arrived at 
the door of the hotel on the night of June 1, 1881, 
he told them that ladies were not admitted there, 
and that Neville became profane and forced his 
way into the hall, and the entire party then went 
to Wilson's room. 

James Pryor, the detective who is spoken of by 
the plaintiff as the ‘‘ bouncer” of the Fifth-Arenus 
Hotel, and who is the person who ejected Neyille, 
testified that on the night of June 1, 1881, Mr. Carr, 
a clerk of the hotel], told him to go to Mr. Wilsen‘s 
room and inform that gentleman that ladies were 
not allowed to visit such aroom. He went to the 
room, knocked at the door, and entered the room 
upon being bidden to do so. Mr. Carr followed 
him. Mr. Wilson was on the bed, without either 
coat or waistcoat. He was drunk, and the witness 
caught him as he was about to fail from the bed to 
the floor. Neville was trying on a velvet coat. 
Pryor asked him if he were a trierd of Wilson, and 
he replied that he was. Just then a waiter 
entered the room with a bottle of wine. The wit- 
ness told Neville thatif he werea real friend of 
Wilson he would send for a doctor for bim rather 
than for wine. Neville said he knew what he was 
doing. whereupon Mr. Carr tola him that he and 
the ladies must leave the room. Neville replied 
that ‘‘he’d be d——d it he would,” and that he 
(Pryor) could not put him out. He (Pryor) then 
took Neville by the arm and led him 
out of the room. In the hall Neville 
struggled and used bad language, but he had to go 
inte the street. There he told Pryor that he would 
blow his head eff, and stamped and jumped until 
he slipped and fell. It was stated by Mr. Neville 
and tho docters who attended him that his wind- 

ipe was injured by pressure in his struggle with 

-ryor. Dr. Robert S. Weir was called as « witness 
for the defense. He examined Mr. Neville's neck 
and throat and testified that he could find nothing 
the matter with them. The witness for the plain- 
tiff swore on Monday tsat neither he nor Wilson 
was drunk on the nightin question. George Bole, 
who isemployed inthe Fifth-Avenue Hotel, swore 
yesterday that Mr. Wilson was so drunk that he 
could not open the door of his room, and Mr. Ne- 
ville had to open it for him. Dr. Henry Gold- 


thwaite testified that he fourd Mr. Wilson drunk | 


on the night of the disturbance. The last two wit 

nesses corroborated the others for the defense.

THE DAIRY FAIR ASSOCIATION. 


ONE BRANCH MAKING ACTIVE PREPARATIONS 
TO CARRY @UT ITS OBJECTS. 

A meeting of the Board of Managers of the 
International Dairy Fair Association was held at 
No. 32 Park-row yesterday afternoon. Of the 15 
managers only 3 were present: Joseph H. Reall 
and M. Folsom, of this City, and N. T. Sprague, of 
Vermont, President of the American Agricultural 
Association. The Secretary, Mr. Reall, was 
instructed to inform all members of the new Board 
of Managers of their election to office and request 
their acceptance of the same, and in case of their 
refusal to declare their seats vacant.
